Field is 
crowded 
for town 
elections

The final tallies are in, and this 
year’s town election should prove to 
be a series of down-to-the wire races 
with hotly contested seats on many 
boards and in many precincts for 
Town Meeting. 

According to Town Clerk Carolyn 
Ward the number of residents jump¬ 
ing into town government is unusual¬ 
ly high this year. ’’More people are 
becoming aware of the process, 
becoming interested in the process 
and they want to have a say,” said 
Ward, ‘‘There are so many issues 
that affect them personally.” 

Just minutes after the 5 p.m. filing 
deadline for nomination papers Feb. 
5, Ward reported that four candi¬ 
dates had returned papers for two 
three-year terms on the Board of 
Selectmen. Stephen Powers, current 
chairman of that board, will run 
against challengers Ann Matarese, 
who made an unsuccessful bid last 
year, Edward D’Agostino of Everett 
Avenue and Peter Van Aken, cur¬ 
rent chairman of the Capital Plan¬ 
ning Committee. 

For the School Committee, cur¬ 
rent member Edward O’Connell will 
make a bid for his third term against 
James Evans of Vine Street and 
former School Committee member 
Constance Papas of Amberwood 
Drive. There are two three-year 
terms open on that board. Two resi¬ 
dents who pulled nomination papers, 
Susan Swap and Bill McKay, have 
chosen not to run. Chairman Donna 
Brandt Landry will not seek re- 
election. 

Richard A. Welch Jr. of Viking 
Road and Nicholas Reed of Canal 
Street have earned two open spots on 
the Planning Board for three years 
each. Incumbents Joseph Guarnotta 
and Edward Rodriguez will not seek 
re-election. 

For the Board of Assessors, Susan 
Reenstierna Kelly of Sargent Road 
will run against Eric R. Josephson of 
Salisbury Street. There is one three- 
year seat open on that board. Incum¬ 
bent Charles Shannon, who was 
recently elected State Senator for 
this district, has chosen not to seek 
re-election. 

Anthony Conte of Harvard Street 
will challenge incumbent Lane 
McGovern for a spot on the Board of 
Library Trustees. And on the Hous¬ 
ing Authority, H. David Roth will 
move unchallenged into a five-year 
spot on that board and one two-year 
seat does not have a candidate. 

According to Ward, any seat for 
which there are no candidates will 
be filled by appointment. In the case 
of the Housing Authority, those 
members and members of the Board

await details study plan

Town officials are still unsure of 
the impact of budget cuts proposed 
by Governor William Weld. 

Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer and Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. Charles Mitsakos said 
they will wait until a final version is 
available before making a determi¬ 
nation of the total impact on their 
budgets. 

While Weld’s proposal does not 
indicate cuts to local aid will be 
made in the current fiscal year, 
there could be reductions of more 
than $270 million in fiscal year 1992 
(F'Y92), 

"What the governor has done is a 
very broad approach to solving the 
whole state’s fiscal crisis,” Maurer 
said. “H does a disservice to the plan 
to criticize it just on [the local aid 
cut].’’ 

Maurer said proposed changes to 
the prevailing wage law, univeral 
health care, and special education 
requirements, as well as the elimi¬ 
nation of the cancer presumption for 
firefighters, must all be taken into 
account. 

“The concept of the approach 
[Weld] has taken is a positive one,” 
Maurer added. “It's not the way 
government has been operated 
before. 

“I think what [Weld] is doing is 
putting a lot of things on the table,” 
said Maurer. As for his reaction, 
Maurer said, “We haven’t seen all 
the details yet.” 

One of the factors Weld claims 
would ease the cut involves the 
relaxation of special education 
(Chapter 766) requirements. While it 
is generally thought this move will 
cause cities and towns to spend less 
money on special education, Mitsa¬ 
kos says the town has a “moral 
responsibility” to provide such 
services. 

“We still have a responsibility to

Without specific line items before 
them, local legislators are reluctant 
to criticize Governor William Weld's 
budget package, which is expected 
to offset the anticipated $850 million 
shortfall in this year’s budget and 
begin to address next year’s deficit. 

Rep. Paul Casey (D-Winchester) 
did however, call potential cuts of 
$270 million in fiscal year 1992 
(FY92) local aid payments, 
“draconian." 

Casey said with the passage of 
Question 5 last fall, voters were 
voicing a concern that higher levels 
of local aid to cities and towns should 
be maintained. However, Weld’s 
recommendation to cut local aid by 
10 percent, “is working the wrong 
end of the scale,” said Casey. 

Sen. Charles Shannon (R- 
Winchester) noted that a proposed 
37 to 40 percent increase in pay¬ 
ments from the lottery to cities and 
towns would help to offset any reduc¬ 
tions in local aid. But he added that a 
10 percent cut in aid could adversely 
affect many local municipalities. 

Casey and Shannon agreed howev¬ 
er, that the economic realities of the 
state have forced the downsizing of 
the budget. Casey said revenue pro¬ 
jections for FY92 are expected to 
come in close to FY89 levels. 

Shannon added that the budget 
process is in the early stages, and he 
said he expects many changes 
before a finalized version is adopted. 
While he said there is a real need for 
reducing the deficit, Shannon also 
noted the elderly and needy must be 
provided for. 

A proposed two-week unpaid fur¬ 
lough program for state workers 
drew criticism from Casey. He said 
if such furloughs are implemented, 
they should begin “from the top 
down,” beginning with the highest- 
paid levels of workers.

Neighbors seeking role 
in development review

Some Smith Pond neighbors have 
invited themselves into the process 
of reviewing a proposed develop¬ 
ment near their homes, saying they 
have been left out to this point. 

Twenty-five residents of the Smith 
Pond area, delineated by Johnson 
Road, Ridge Street and Cox Road, 
have filed for “intervener status” 
with the Department of Environ¬ 
mental Protection (DEP). If 
granted, this status would ensure the 
residents are notified of any further 
developments in the ease and enable 
them, as interveners, to attend any 
closed executive sessions as a fourth 
party. 

According to Town Engineer Jake 
Ciarcia, the proposed development 
by owner Michael Giambro, will not 
proceed however, until some recent 
zoining decisions are reviewed by 
legal counsel. Terming these deci¬ 
sions, “a new wrinkle,” Ciarcia 
recommended that no action be 
taken by the Planning Board on the 
revised subdivision of the property. 

Ciarcia explained that there are 


several remaining roadblocks to the 
beginning of the development. A 
compromise plan, hammered out by 
the Conservation Commission and 
the developer, includes the move¬ 
ment of wetlands and must be 
approved by the DEP. If that agency 
does not approve the compromise 
plan, the developer must return to 
the teginning of the process and a 
new public hearing would have to be 
held. 

Giambro, a Winchester developer, 
began the approval process for a 
five-lot subdivision on his property 
in 1987. At that time, 10 abutters 
were notified and no public outrage 
was expressed. 

When the Conservation Commis¬ 
sion denied his original proposal 
based on provisions of the Wetlands 
Protection Act — and the DEP 
approved the proposal — Giambro 
began a three-year battle in the 
courts with the Conservation Com¬ 
mission to obtain the right to build 
on his property. 

The stages of the approval process 
were the subject of much discussion

If you're in the market for a home and 
you’ve got the money, now is the lime to 
buy, according to local real estate 
appraisers. 

“It's a buyer’s market now — a runaway 
market,” said Winchester resident and ap¬ 
praiser Abigail Burns, Burns was recently 
named president of the Massachusetts 
Board of Real Estate Appraisers. “(Pri¬ 
cing] went I beyond I w’hat was reasonable 
and now it needs to come back,’’ she said. 

However, Burns said she believes in time, 
the market will become more active as 
people begin to buy again and prices relurn 
from artificial highs, 

Although the real estate market as a 
whole in this region has all but ground to a 
halt, Burns said appraisers are still keeping 
busy. 

Appraisers, says Burns, act like a buyer 
— comparison shopping and deciding ex¬ 
actly how much they would spend on a 
given property. 

Since many banks are trying to sell off 
foreclosed properties, appi’aisers are being 
asked to evaluate homes based on 1991 
prices, she said. 

“Most appraisers are very busy,’’ said 
Burns. “Banlfs need to know how much the 


properties are worth.’’ 

The market fluctuation of the last few 
years caused quite a stir in many communi- 
lies when revaluations of homes were con¬ 
ducted by local boards of assessors, Burns 
said. 

By law, assessors set a valuation date for 
Jan. 1 of a given year. However, tlie homes 
are appraised during the previous fiscal 
year. The lag time, especially during a 
heavily fluctnating market, can be crucial. 

Many homeowners were shell-shocked 
when they received their revaluations, on 
w'hich their properly taxes are based. 
Burns said. “(High revaluations! were 
very common everywhere because of a 
declining market,” she added. 

According to Burns, assessors appraise a 
properly based on a computerized model, 
and compare the sales of other similar 
properties, Burns said local assessors and 
private appraisers sliould come out with the 
same values. 

The mother of six children ranging in age 
from 18 to 33, Burns says the key to keeping 
her juggling act of career and home all in 
the air is her early-morning start, 

“I'm at the office at 7 a.m. every day.' 
said Burns. “1 think that’s how I’ve juggled 
it.” Although Burns has been named the 
first woman president of the MBKEA in its 
5G-year history, she says 'he field does not 


preclude women. As time goes by. Burns 
said she has seen more and more women 
become appraisers, 

“I’ve never found a problem where any¬ 
thing was made more difficult for me than 
for a man.” said Burns. “Women are well- 
suited to tins field.” 

Burns said the year ahead should prove 
challenging and exciting. “They’re a very 
wonderful group of people,” said Burns of 
the association members. “I'm looking for¬ 
ward to working with llicm.” 

One of the projects Burns will keep her 
eye on is legislation introduced last spring 
by now House Spt‘aker Charles Flaherty, 
which would serve to certify and license 
appraisers. 

According to Burns, the measure would 
require appraisers to lake an exam and 
acquire a certain number of hours of class¬ 
room education. Burns said the legislation 
is federally mandated and many other 
stales already liave such a process in place. 

Burns said several appraisers are ac¬ 
tively watching the bill, and she hopes a 
code of ethics in place for members of the 
MBUEA is a standard by which to write the 
new legislation. 

“Wc want to see the legislation keep high 
standards,’’ said Burns. The measure, she 
added, would “lielp appraisers, and tlie 
appraisal-buying public.”

Some Winchester High School 
staff members are taking a pro¬ 
active stance to combat stress 
among high school students. 

And while students in high 
school may be feeling stress now 
relating to a whole host of issues, 
school administrators realize 
stress will likely increase as stu¬ 
dents get older. As a result, 
Winchester High School has de¬ 
vised a required nine-part stress 
program for juniors. 

Winchester resident William 
Stucky, a trainer, counselor and 
consultant, has worked with the 
schools to develop the stress 
management program, and has 
also provided similar courses for 
staff. The result, he said, is an 
increased ability to pay attention 
and learn. 

According to Stucky, the prog¬ 
ram first came about in 1984 
when he was approached by stu¬ 
dents who knew he offered stress 
management courses. As a result 
of those conversations, Stucky 
spoke with then-principal Vin¬ 
cent Larocco, “At first, it was an 
extra-curricular program," 
Stucky said. 

Stucky then discussed the idea 
with physical education teachers 
and guidance counselors, and 
was asked to work up a proposal 
with Assistant Superintendent 
David Ackerman, who is in 
charge of curriculum. 

Stucky’s proposal received 
"strong support” from teachers, 
and was accompanied by a re¬ 
quest to conduct a session for 
staff members. 

In the fall of 1985, Stucky 
trained teachers to put into mo¬ 
tion the program for llth grad¬ 
ers, which is now conducted in 
physical education classes. But 
according to Stucky, while the 
physical education sessions re¬ 
main, the emphasis is shifting 
more toward the classroom. 


And for those teachers who 
have opted to use the techniques 
in their classrooms, the results 
have been exciting. 

“The things I have seen have 
been tremendous. The whole tone 
changes," said Maureen Han- 
newalt, an English teacher at the 
high school who uses Humsah, a 
breathing exercise. 

Hannewalt said she has been 
using the relaxation technique 
for some time in her classroom, 
and has found students are cal¬ 
mer and nicer to each other after 
performing this exercise. 

"[Students] don't panic with 
tests quite as much," she said. 
"Their grades improve. It’s 
great." Although Hannewalt said 
her students were somewhat re¬ 
luctant at first, she now finds 
students will stop during a test if 
they are confused and use Hum¬ 
sah for a moment before resum¬ 
ing their work. In addition, stu¬ 
dents have indicated to Hannew¬ 
alt that this technique has proved 
helpful during tests in other 
classes. 

"Those of us [using the techni¬ 
ques], we see the changes. Kids 
are doing it and, I think, benefit- 
ting," said Hannewalt. 

And according to Stucky, for 
students, concerns have ex¬ 
panded. At first, the emphasis 
was on academic pressure, fear 
of the future, and making deci¬ 
sions in life. But students have 
become increasingly vocal about 
problems at home that ultimately 
affect them at school — death, 
child abuse, indifference, and 
money issues. 

"[These issues] are all very 
real to kids," said Stucky. 

The first step in stress manage¬ 
ment is training people to recog¬ 
nize a problem and admit it ex¬ 
ists, Stucky said. Once that hap¬ 
pens, students can learn 
relaxation techniques to balance 
their emotions and calm their 
minds, particularly by focusing 


on their breathing, he said. 

"Once you do that, you have 
higher access to inside intuition," 
Stucky said. "You gain a deeper, 
more exalted sense of who you 
are." 

One of the first exciting results 
of the overall program was a 
half-hour video, funded by Bank 
Five, on stress management. The 
video was narrated by sportscas- 
ter Bob Lobel, and included stu¬ 
dent discussions on the problem 
of stress, in general and the role 
of relaxation. The video is cur¬ 
rently used in depression work¬ 
shops by the high school guidance 
department. 

Stucky’s program is now an 
established segment of the physi¬ 
cal education department, but 
Stucky said he would like to see 
more teachers using the tech¬ 
niques in their classrooms. Over¬ 
all, Stucky said the techniques 
aid students in their ability to pay 
attention and learn. 

"It is applicable in all areas of 
skill and work," he said. 

Prior to working with Winches¬ 
ter schools, most of Stucky’s pro¬ 
fessional life has been geared to 
helping businesses. 

"The need is showing up in all 
kinds of places," he said. But as 
good as the high school program 
is, Stucky said it should be ex¬ 
panded. “It really should be a full 
academic year program — 
maybe even once a week," he 
said. 

"It opens up for people a capac¬ 
ity of intellect, personal commit¬ 
ment," he said. "It puts them 
back In control of how they re¬ 
spond to the challenges of life and 
learning." 

However, a shortage of funds 
may hamper such an expansion. 
Funding for the high school prog¬ 
ram comes from within the 
budget and through state grants. 

"It takes a real commitment to 
do a program and make it work," 
he said.

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Red Cross has enough blood now

If you are moved by a sense of 
duty to donate blood in this time of 
war, your efforts are applauded, but 
American Red Cross officials ask 
that only regular donors schedule 
appointments right now. 

According to Blanche Lanski, 
spokesperson for the American Red 
Cross blood services, residents have 
flocked to local blood donor banks 
since the war in the Persian Gulf 
began. The Massachusetts/Maine 
region alone, said Lanski, received 
2,600 units of blood over their quota. 

But Lanski cautions residents who 
don’t usually donate to wait until an 
appeal is broadcast by the Red 
Cross. 

She noted that blood has only a 
42-day “shelf-life” and donors must 
wait six to eight weeks before they 
are able to give again. If the need for 


large amounts of blood is called for 
in the next few weeks for example, 
many of these most recent donors 
would be unable to give. 

Lanski said that currently, all hos¬ 
pitals and military requests are be¬ 
ing fulfilled by national supplies. 

“We have enough right now,” says 
Lanski, “We don’t want to see a 
waste of blood ... We understand 
that impulse [to donate]. We’re just 
asking people to hold off.” 

According to Marlene Cohen of the 
local Peabody Chapter of the Red 
Cross, which serves Winchester, 
more than 1,000 units of blood a week 
are shipped to Saudi Arabia from 
supplies nationwide. 

“Our delivery system is na¬ 
tional,” said Cohen, “and it is pre¬ 
pared to ship 8,000 units a week if 
necessary.” 

She said the Peabody Chapter re¬ 
ceived more than 200 units over their 


goal in the first week of the war. 
“People just streamed in,” she said. 

Both Cohen and Lanski stress 
however, that regular donors are 
still needed. In particular, people 
with 0-type blood are always in 
demand, said Lanski. 

She noted that when information 
about the AIDS epidemic became 
available to the public several years 
ago, some people shied away from 
donating blood. But Lanski said, as 
people learn more about the disease 
they also learn that giving blood is 
safe. 

“There is no risk at all in the 
donating process,” said Lanski, 
“[ail donating equipmentl is dis¬ 
posed of after each donor.” 

Cohen said the Peabody office is 
located at 85 Lowell Street and has 
donation hours Tuesday, Wednesday 
and Thursday front 1 to 8 p.m. and 
Saturday from 8 a.m. to 3 p.m.

Environmental 
survey due back 
by Friday 

A deadline of Friday, Feb. 8, has 
been set for the return of the forms 
from the survey of Winchester’s 
environmental issues.

It also seeks residents' 
input on the importance of town- 
owned open space and whether they 
believe the less-than 1 percent of 
Winchester land area set aside for 
town conservation land is adequate.

Survey results will be discussed at 
a public hearing and used to lielp the 
Conservation Commission draft the 
five-year Winchester Open Space 
and Recreation Plan required by the 
state.

Winchester of 1991 is really not 
much different than it was in 1917 
when Enrico Caruso sang “Over 
There’* in Italian. French and 
English at a Liberty Loan rally 
at Southhampton Long Island. 

As our Persian Gulf Crisis con¬ 
tinues, yellow ribbons wave de¬ 
fiantly on every Winchester 
street — and just two weeks ago, 
Jack Kean donated fullsome dou¬ 
ble yellow ribbon streamers for 
Town Hall and the two entries to 
the Public Safety Building. 

The Winchester Star with its 
Ribbons of Hope Campaign is 
going to figure prominently in 
keeping up the morale of our 
Winchester men and women 
bearing Liberty’s unalterable 
promise of freedom for humanity 
in the far east. 

The message is identical 
whether one reflects on “Kaiser 
Bill." Hitler or Hussein, the right 
of every living being to take lim¬ 
itless dregs of freedom without 
being crushed under the boots of 
tyranny. 

In March of 1917 during Ihe war 
emergency. Winchester estab¬ 
lished a Committee on Public 
Safely which ministered to the 
needs of the town in relationship 
to the national emergency. 

That year, citizens loaned 40 
acres of land to the town. The 
highway department horses were 
used to plow over this land which 
ultimately produced $30,000 
worth of food products among 
those willing to establish victory 
gardens on this land. 

From March until August fo 
1917 two guards were posted at 


the dams of the town reservoirs 
"just in case," and the Twelfth 
Infantry M.S.G. Machine Gun 
Company of Winchester stored 
its equipment in the cellar of 
Town Hall — holding its weekly 
drills on the floor of the auditor¬ 
ium of that building. 

A full 27 pages of the Winches¬ 
ter Town Report for 1918 were 
devoted to local committees de¬ 
voted to the war effort. 

One lasting impression of those 
long ago war years is the reality 
of great sacrifice required of all 
townspeople whether it was going 
to bed early one evening a week 
to save coal, or having meatless 
meals two or three limes per 
week. These minor discomforts 
paled in comparison to embrac¬ 
ing a loved one for the last time 
prior to the trip “over there." 

In 1991. it is for Pete Corcoran, 
John Meade. Mike Vozzella, De¬ 
rek Binding, Bob DiVicenzo, 
Mustafa Koprucu, Cengizhan Pa¬ 
mir, Steve Myers, John Collins, 
Mark Tedesco, Bob Rizzo and 
Pete Elliot that we deck Winches¬ 
ter out in yellow ribbons — for 
them and for our innate love of 
freedom! 

Today American Flags 
snapped smartly in the breeze on 
each vehicle of the Winchester 
D.P.W.. moving around town on 
their daily routine. It was a 
heartwarming gesture. 

Nothing, however, is routine 
for the families of those serving 
their town and country in distant 
Saudi Arabia, Further, it cannot 
be routine for any of us — for 
these are the brave sons and 
daughters of freedom. 

God bless them all!

At the high school reunion 


“Some things never change,’’ one said, nod¬ 
ding her head in the direction of a man in the 
corner. “Once a jerk, always a jerk.’’

Every five years for the last 20 
years, I have attended my husband 
David’s high school reunions, where 
I know almost no one and so can sit 
slaked out in a corner, tearing cock¬ 
tail napkins into tiny pieces and 
keeping my eyes peeled. 

This year as he approached his big 
25th. I decided to prepare for 11 by 
looking through his yearbook, which 
we still keep on the same old shelf 
in the bookcase. 

It shows boys in crewcuts and 
skinny neckties, girls in sweaters 
and tall teased hair. In the group 
photos — the Future Teachers of 
America, the Camera Club, the 
Chorus — the girls sit demurely, 
ankles together, legs tilted inward 
toward the center, the boys around 
and among them, faintly scowling, 
their hands clenched in fists on their 
knees. 

The world has sure changed in 25 
years, you think, looking at a ’65 
yearbook. The concept of Ecology 
was unheard of. Wild kids ate No- 
Doz to get high, and Sunday dinner 
took all day to cook. We didn’t have 
blowdryers. We didn’t oven have 
pantyhose. 

This particular yearbook is funny 
and touching. It has a long Dedica¬ 
tion, done in the wordy and bizarre 
prose-style of a kid trained to fill up 
both sides of the paper without wak¬ 
ing from his nap. “As we slowly, 
with heavy footsteps tread down the 
paths leading from our school." it 
begins, “we will turn back slightly 
for one last glance.,.’’ and so on. 
"Hut with determination, we will 
quickly look ahead and with courage 
in our hearts face that large and 
steadfast door that lurches before 
us ” It has an In Memoriam to a girl 
who’d died, written by someone you 
could tell didn’t know her from 
Adam, It has the teachers’ pictures, 
and the autographs: “To a great 


Football Captain and Senior Class 
President," by several kind-looking 
girls; “Don't get stuck up in col¬ 
lege” and “Work on your card 
game” by the old clo.se pals. 

When the Reunion arrived al last, 
it arrived in a Grand Ballroom of a 
fancy hotel and. as it turned out, the 
old close pals didn’t come. We sal 
with some smart kids — one guy told 
us his son’s SAT scores — and talked 
about Miss Shaikey, the prim tougli 
teacher who was never fooled, and 
who called everyone “Student". 
People milled around and danced 
after the meal. I found a good spot 
and started in on the napkins. 

Back al the lOth Reunion. I re¬ 
member. one young woman swept 
over to a group of others, flicked her 
feather boa and chirped, “While you 
people were collecting husbands, I 
was collecting degrees!" 1 never 
forgot that, and there she was this 
night too. in huge glasses and a 
sequined top and earrings like tiny 
chandeliers. “I’m an English 
teacher ” .she said, all trace of pre¬ 
tentiousness gone. “Do you believe 
it? I turned into Miss Sharkey!” The 
band played, someone started the 
llully Gully and 3» people got up and 
danced it without a hitch. Later, two 
women drifted back to our table. 
“Some things never change. ” one 
said, nodding her head in the direc¬ 
tion of a man in the corner. “Once a 
jerk, always a jerk." 

David talked to a guy working for 
the Postal Service, and a blonde 


beauty who someone said later had a 
brain tumor, and a guy who fought 
in Viet Nam. He didn’t talk to the 
guy who died there, or the one who 
OD'd in California or the one who 
drank himself to death at 28. Or the 
old close pals who didn’t come. 

There was, in general, more talk¬ 
ing than dancing this time, more 
smiling than outright laughing, 
though there was plenty of both. A 
woman David didn’t remember 
came up to him and said. “Are you 
still smart?" “No, he isn’t smart 
anymore." I broke in. out of a loy¬ 
alty that must have sounded like 
betrayal. “He’s just a regular guy 
living his life.” 

They lowered the lights then, and 
showed an old silent movie of Class 
Day and the Senior Luncheon. And 
there was the strange hair again, 
and the young faces, and a David I 
will never know, shy and in a new 
suit, trying to make small talk with 
the benevolent Headmaster and the 
wise Miss Sharkey herself. 

And 1 remembered those lurching 
steadfast doors from the yearbook's 
Dedication, and thought, but you 
can’t ask a door to be steadfast. It 
takes people for that; and looked 
around and was grateful for all the 
ones who had flown and driven and 
paid to gel here, in whatever stale of 
health or success, each humbly br¬ 
inging himself and his story. But for 
the sake of that shy boy in the new’ 
suit, 1 missed the old close pals who 
didn’t come.

The sycamore tree in the photo is 
still extanl and al that lime the cart 
I’oad, where the horse is walking, 
extended across Ridge Streel lo the 
Locke farm property, where the 
playground is now situated.

This week 
in history 

1966: 25 years ago 

Town Comptroller James Cos¬ 
tello reported that the fiscal out¬ 
look for the year was good, with 
60 of the town’s 65 operating 
budget requests submitted for 
review and analysis by the 
Finance Committee for its annu¬ 
al report to the Town Meeting in 
March. Those 60 budgets 
received appropriations of 
$2,993,313 in 1965 and in 1966 had 
requested $3,141,098. 

Town Meeting member candi¬ 
dates had filled out the ranks 
that year with Town Clerk Elsie 
Nelson reporting that for every 
town and representative post for 
which there was a vacancy, 
there was also at least one 
candidate. 

Two Winchester schools, one 
public and one private, were 
each closed for a day that week 
due to heating system problems. 
The children of Vinson Owen 
Elementary School and St. 
Mary’s Parish School had the 
day off. 

The director of conservation 
services for the state told an 
audience at Town Hall that week 
that state and federal matching 
funds would be available for 
Winchester to use in conserving 
some of its wild areas before 
developments began to pop up. 

Playing at E.M. Loew’’s 
Winchester Theater that week 
was Doris Day and Rod Taylor 
in "Do Not Disturb." 

Local discussion on the issue 
of busing Roxbury children to 
suburban community schools 
under the plan of the Metropoli¬ 
tan Council for Educational 
Opportunities heightened that 
week when Boston news media 
listed Winchester as among 
those accepting the plan and 
definitely committing lo partici¬ 
pation in the program, if it were 
implemented. 

The town’s Wildwood Cemtery 
Commissioners that week made 
joint announcements of an 
increase in reported income 
from invested funds and other 
sources during fiscal year 1965 
and plans for two major 
improvement projects that 
spring. 

Also playing at Winchester 
E.M. Loew’s Theater was Kirk 
Douglas and Richard Harris in 
“The Heroes of Telemark” 

The nautical star of the 
nation’s top-rated TV show 
appeared a the 1906 New Eng¬ 
land Boat Show at Suffolk 
Downs in East Boston. Luke 
Halpiii, the young actor who 
played the role of "Sandy" in 
the sea adventure series “Flip¬ 
per," was scheduled to appear 
in person during the opening 
weekend of the nine-day show. 

The Winchester Star reported 
that week that cigarette sales in 
Winchester were again on the 
rise, despite a 1964 Surgeon Gen¬ 
eral report linking smoking with 
cancer, heart disease and other 
ailments. Nationwide, cigarette 
sales had been at an all-time 
high in 1963 with 524 billion 
packs sold. By 1964, that number 
had dropped lo 511 billion. How¬ 
ever, during 1965, cigarelle sales 
were once again on the rise with 
532 billion pack.s sold — a new 
record.

approved all of the contracts laid 
before them Jan. 28. Members knew 
that each of those contracts called 
for more revenue next year, with the 
risks all on the downside. 

Opponents of the funding com¬ 
promise would have us believe as a 
community that because "people 
are hurting out there” we cannot 
afford Winchester anymore. Their 
"share the pain” approach is not 
meant to be against teachers, and I 
believe this. They perhaps believe, 
or would like to imagine, that teach¬ 
ing was rich in the 1980s, fat with 
brokerage commissions, annual 
bonuses, construction contracts, 
research grants, hourly billing 
rates, dividend increases, passive 
income rules, stock splits, commit¬ 
ment fees, origination fees, signing 
bonuses and just plain old jobs. No, 
the market for education is not cycli¬ 
cal, and the demand is going up even 
in a down market. 

People will live and stay in 
Winchester because it actually 
earns its reputation for excellence in 
education, security for its citizens, 
and a physical environment which 
supports the value of its superior 
housing stock, grand and modest. 
Boston can recover as a financial 
center, a technology highway, an 
information capital, perhaps even as 
a maker of things and builder of 
buildings. 

When this happens, will long rows 
of tombstones marked “For Sale” 
still remain as the Legacy of our 
survival plan? Without adequate 
funding for our town, we "out here” 
can only hurt ourselves a little more 
and a little longer.

McKay withdraws 
bid for school board 

TO THE EDITOR; 

I intended to run for the Winches- 
ter School Committee this year and 
took out nomination papers on Jan. 
7. However, I am a civilian employ¬ 
ee of the U.S. Army and the outbreak 
of war in the Persian Gulf plus my 
promotion to a new position at Fort 
Devens have forced me to re- 
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evaluate my decision. 

As of Jan. 14 I assumed responsi¬ 
bility for the day-to-day operations 
of the programs that provide finan¬ 
cial and psychological support ser¬ 
vices to family members of New 
England soldiers deployed in the 
Gulf and those killed, wounded and 
missing in action there. I have also 
been charged with facilitating the 
expansion of medical and support 
facilities at Fort Devens and coordi¬ 
nating a massive blood donor 
program. 

These duties are in addition to my 
responsibilities for the Fort Devon’s 
child care, education, recreation 
and alcohol and drug treatment 
programs. 

Despite 
the importance of the School Com¬ 
mittee to our town, and my concern 
and involvement with school issues, 
my new responsibilites require long 
hours and my complete attention 
and must take precedence. I there¬ 
fore will not be able to campaign for 
the School Committee this year and 
have withdrawn as a candidate. 

I know the people of Winchester 
join me in my heartfelt hope for a 
speedy resolution of the war.

Town Meeting vote 

TO THE EDITOR: 

Someone sent me a clipping from 
the “Granite State News” that 1 feel 
may be of interest locally. The head¬ 
line of this clipping states that, 
quote, "Teachers give back half of 
raise — two unions to follow suit " 
Needless to say, these public- 
spirited people were not part of the 
Winchester Educational Syndrome. 

I was present at the recent Special 
Town Meeting. From what I saw and 
heard, the taxpayers of Winchester 
did not stand a chance. Four out of 
five of the speakers clamored for the 
raise, and did so with passionate 
self-interest.

The question may not be 
whether the license pending be¬ 
fore the Board of Selectmen for a 
fourth pizza establishment on 
Main Street will be approved, but 
rather if Winchester residents 
can really eat that much pizza, 

Joseph Savino. owner of Check¬ 
ers Pizza in Woburn, thinks they 
can. 

Savino has applied for a com¬ 
mon victualler's license lo set up 
a pizza shop at 710 Main Street, 
the building that is owned by 
Winchester businessman Cosmo 
Pasciuto. Savino intends lo sell 
his Woburn shop and challenge 
three other Main Street pizza 
makers: Andrea’s House of Pizza 
at 883 Main Street, Domino’s 
Pizza at 743 Main Street and 
Bellino’s Pizza at 878 Main 
Street. 

Savino plans lo operate a take¬ 
out and delivery establishment 
with a full submarine sandwich, 
pasta and pizza menu. 

In reviewing the license appli¬ 
cation at their Feb. o session, 
members of the Board of Select¬ 
men expressed concern with po¬ 
tential parking and traffic 
problems. 

Savino noted that about 70 per¬ 
cent of his business would be 
delivery and his staff would stag¬ 
ger the pick-up limes for walk-in 
orders to ease traffic in front of 
the building. 

But Safety Officer Kevin Mawn 
noted in a memorandum lo 
selectmen that the area is con¬ 
gested due to the high volume of 
commercial property. He added 
that there is “inadequate” park¬ 
ing at the proposed location.

Mawn also noted that in the last 
five years, there have been 21 
motor vehicle accidents in the 
area that were investigated by 
police. He questioned how manv 
more accidents went unreporled 

Selectman Robert Deering said 
the board must decide the license 
based on whether the application 
meets the requirements of a food 
vendor. He said he would “feel 
uncomfortable denying a ven¬ 
dor’s licens'e based [on 
parking].’’ 

He added that a degree of 
traffic congestion on the town’s 
main thoroughfare was the na¬ 
ture of “a Main Street.’’ 

Other selectmen noted that 
during the proposed pizza shop’s 
peak hours, from 5 lo 8 p.m., 
most of the businesses on Main 
Street are closed, and therefore 
more parking would be available. 

One of the competing pizza 
makers however, challenged the 
license. John McQuade, attorney 
for Andrea’s owner Chris Elio- 
poulos, said his client had con¬ 
cern as a taxpayer and local 
businessman. He questioned how 
a fourth pizza establishment 
w'ould impact the local economy. 

Deering noted however, he 
found comments from competi¬ 
tors had no bearing on the license 
proceedings. “This board should 
never get in the business of regu¬ 
lating free trade ... If we get Into 
regulating the marketplace, we 
are exceeding our power,” said 
Deering. 

The majority of selectmen 
were ready to approve the plan, 
however they opted to delay the 
decision to their next session af¬ 
ter discussing the parking and 
safety issues with Mawn.

He also noted that “good state 
employees” are unfairly being 
grouped with stereotypical "bad 
slate employees.” 

“I would rather see layoffs of 
unnecessary people rather than the 
furloughs,’’ said Casey. 

Shannon questioned whether the 
proposed furloughs for state work¬ 
ers would come lo pass. He sug¬ 
gested the state may run into a 
contract situation with the state 
employees that would prevent such 
a salary reduction. 

Casey and Shannon also ques¬ 
tioned the real savings from the 
repeal of the cancer presumption 
law and the possible modification of 
other state-mandated laws. Casey 
said that a possible modification of 


the stale’s prevailing wage law for 
example, may not yield any real 
savings to towns like Winchester. 

“It would help the town, but what 
new development and new expan¬ 
sion is there In Winchester, Are we 
building anything in town? How 
many claims for a firefighter with 
cancer have we had?” asked Casey. 
He called the repeal of state- 
mandated programs “illusory.” 

Shannon said reports are conflict¬ 
ing on estimates of savings from 
such repeals, in particular, the 
cancer presumption law. "What 
does it really cost. Some say a lot, 
others say it's a minimum cost lo 
assist families,” said Shannon. 

Casey noted however, the overall 
package is “not just a slash-and- 
burn.” He cited increases in funding 


lo a teen pregnancy program at $1 
million; a $2 million increase for 
AIDS programs; an increase of $2 
million to family health programs; 
$3 million lo the Women, Infants and 
Children (WIC) program; $4 million 
to corrections; $4 million to elder 
homecare and another $4 million to 
tourism programs. 

Shannon said Weld’s recommen¬ 
dations “put the budget into the 
legislators’ laps” to begin the pro¬ 
cess of hammering out fiscal prob¬ 
lems. Casey added that the Legisla¬ 
ture is “not going to allow carte 
blanche [to the Weld adminislration- 
), We won’t just rubber stamp the 
budget.” He said the House will 
begin a process of “synthesizing” 
the recommendations to determine 
“what’s best for the state.”

provide these programs, but there 
could be some fine-tuning,” Mitsa¬ 
kos said. 

The town’s current special educa¬ 
tion budget totals $1,742,194, which 
includes “all kinds of support ser¬ 
vices for students,” Mitsakos said. 
These services range from resource 
room teachers and special needs 
instructors to counselors and 
instructional aids. 

The figure represents $1,128,344 in 
salaries and $613,650 in other 
expenses, which includes tuition for 
special needs students housed in 
out-of-town programs. 

“When it says they are not man¬ 
dated programs, it doesn't mean we 
will do without services. Some have 
been provided ever since schools 
were founded. The needs wouldn’t go 
away just because the services are 
not mandated,” Mitsakos said. 

Mitsakos said services such as 
speech therapy still will be needed 
by students. 

But Mitsakos said changes in

transportation and/or tuition 
requirements could result in a "sig¬ 
nificant savings” for the town. “It’s 
hard to say until w'e see what the 
regulations will be.” he added. 

However. Mitsakos said political 
action committees (PACs), includ¬ 
ing the Special Needs Parent Advis¬ 
ory Committee, will likely battle the 
proposed changes. In addition, Mil- 
sakos said federal regulations, 
known as Chapter 94-142, will still 
require cities and towns to provide 
certain services. Chapter 94-142 pro¬ 
hibits discrimination against the 


handicapped — In this case, the 
educationally handicapped. 

“Federal regulations supersede 
anything in the slate,” he added. 

“No matter how good [the plan) 
Is, [all of the costs) are not going to 
go away,” Mitsakos said. “There 
might not be as much paperwork, 
but we still have a moral responslbil- 
ily to all the kids in this 
community.” 

Mitsakos and Maurer expect to 
have a better handle on the proposed 
changes sometime this week, when 
more information is available.

Without additional funds, town 
services will suffer, say town 
officials. 

Fire Chief Charles McNutt, Police 
Chief Joseph N. Perritano and De¬ 
partment of Public Works Director 
Anthony Celli spoke to members of 
the Chamber of Commerce at the 
group’s monthly breakfast meeting 
at Maximilian’s. But what began as 
a general question-and-answer per¬ 
iod soon turned to discussion of 
budget constraints, and the effects 
of cuts on each department. 

Police 

“The police department has come 
a long way in the 27 years I’ve been a 
member,” said Perritano. “Twenty 
years ago, it was not uncommon to 
see three police officers walking in 
the Square.” However, said Perri¬ 
tano, today there is at most one 
officer in the downtown area, and 
potential budget trimming will cut 
that coverage back even further. 

“As you know, we’re in some dire 
economic straights,” Perritano told 
Chamber members. “Right now 
[Square coverage] is going to be a 
virtual impossibility.” 


youth of Winchester, Perritano said, 
“The thing about it is, the drug 
problem is here to slay.” Perritano 
said marijuana use among adoles¬ 
cents is “becoming very prevalent 
again. More so than cocaine,” which 
he termed "the drug of choice.” 

“But the youth in Winchester are 
different than the youth in Rox- 
bury,” he said. “The youth of Rox- 
bury are doing crack. The youth of 
Winchester are doing a better grade 
of cocaine. It’s a matter of class.” 

If minors are caught in possession 
of alcohol, said Perritano, the indivi¬ 
dual is either arrested or sum¬ 
monsed to court. “No ifs, ands or 
buts about it,” he added.

Celli was asked about snow re¬ 
moval following storms. 

“In regards to the center [area], 
in a snowstorm, the first thing we 
try to do is open up the roadways for 
commuters,” Celli said.

If we keep depleting (that 
number], we’re going to lose, we’re 
going to have injuries,” he said. 

McNutl cited Sherborn as one 
town that has cut police and DPW 
services due to lack of funds, and 
that is looking to the state police to 
help out.

at the Planning Board’s Feb. 4 ses¬ 
sion. Members disapproved of the 
original plans, citing the conserva¬ 
tion problems with the area. Mem¬ 
ber Maryannc McCall-Taylor 
attempted to explain the rules and 
regulations governing the Planning 
Board’s action to the concerned resi¬ 
dents. “It’s not, do we like [the plan] 
or not... we are chartered to make 
sure the issues which have to be 
addressed, are addressed.” 

Planning Board member Edward 
Rodriguez echoed that same theme, 
“There is no subjectivity 
involved ... the rules are the rules.” 

Conservation Commissioners had 
addressed some of the same ques¬ 
tions from neighbors at their session 
last week. Citing, “costly and time- 
consuming litigation” as the catal¬ 
yst, Conservation Chairman Joshua 
Alper, explained his committee’s

Many people walk in this 
area weekly,” he said. Notification 
for the original public hearing in 
1987 was sent to only 10 people, said 
Greene. He called into question the 
subjectivity of the decision to notify 
only direct abutters. 

“The question I have is why the 


process has let us down,” said 
Greene. He displayed a map of the 
area and was generally critical of 
the compromise proposal. His major 
contention was that the plan, as 
proposed, lack sufficient research. 

Greene told the board of his resol¬ 
ve to change the process, which he 
feels “let the town of Winchester 
down.” He told further of his inten¬ 
tion to address the same questions in 
front of the Board of Selectmen.

The decision for selecting 
both your photographer and videog- 
rapher should begin as soon as you 
set your wedding date and a mini¬ 
mum of twelve months before your 
wedding. Allowing time to evaluate 
the experience and quality of work 
can assure the best service for the 
lowest price. This is a much better 
idea than eliminating either ser¬ 
vice. There are many other ways to 
adjust your wedding budget but 
doing without any of the key profes¬ 
sionals that will help coordinate the 
event should never be an option. 
You should have your formal photo¬ 
graphs and it is absolutely essential 
to have a professional videographer 
present to capture the moment and 
provide a lasting keepsake of the 
occasion. The overwhelming 
response of the couple receiving 
their wedding video is that they 
know the day is a beautiful mem¬ 
ory but they were so caught up in 
the proceedings that they cannot 
remember exactly how the day 
unfolded.

It was a battle between two underdogs. A fight that 
only the stronger team would survive.

That was the end of Lexington’s scoring streak. At

not done yet though. With 3:06 remaining in the game, 
Kevin Lonergan gave Winchester an insurance goal, 
and the Sachems skated away wih an 8-4 victory.

The streaking Winchester High 
School Sachems put on a 
Rembrandt-like performance at 
home this Friday night as they 
painted a picture of sheer basketball 
perfection enroute to a surprisingly 
easy 79-64 triumph over the powerful 
Lexington Minutemen. 

The victory, ironically, places the 
locals (9-5) in a second place tie with 
Lexington in the Middlesex League 
standings with four games left to 
play on the schedule. 

“I honestly can say that this is one 
of the best games we have ever 
played!” exclaimed an ecstatic 
Coach Mike Boyages. “From start 
to finish, we played solid team ba¬ 
sketball.

Just how easy was this game for 
the Sachems?

The lead changed hands for the 
next three minutes before an Adam 
Piandes drive gave the Sachems the 
lead for good (21-20) with 5:19 left in 
the first half. That was part of an 
10-2 surge which pushed Winchester 
to a 31-22 lead. 

Lexington’s Rashad Wilson tried 


to trim the lead, scoring seven of his

In River City, Iowa, the place depicted in Meredith 
Wilson’s “The Music Man,” the mayor is a blustery 
fellow intent on reciting The Gettysburg Address during 
lulls in civic gatherings. Winchester’s town manager, 
on the other hand, avoids the limelight, although he has 
been known to appear in costume at the Town Hall. 

River City’s School Board is unable to agree on 
anything except barbershop harmonies. Winchester’s 
School Committee has a similar problem. Its pro¬ 
nouncements have been less than harmonious of late. 
Tlie Board of Selectmen has been singing in unison, 
though; We’ve got trouble, right here in Winchester, 
that starts with “T " and that rhymes with “B” and that 
stands for budgets. Hoping to generate additional funds, 
the selectmen have declared the Mystic School a 
surplus properly. 

River City’s “trouble.” to hear the Music Man tell it, 
is a growing population of juvenile males with too much 
time on their hands. The Music Man’s solution is to form 
a boys band. Winchester has a growing population of 
school-age children. It also has a recreation department 
that programs activities for people of all ages. 

But the Recreation Department has no permanent 
homo. It was housed at the McCall Junior High School 
for many years. When the building became a middle 
school the Recreation Department was moved to the 
Lynch School. The Youth Center, a room staffed by 
Recreation Department employees and furnished with 
the partial assistance of Winchester’s Council on Youth, 


remains at the McCall Middle School. 

Within the next few years, the Middle School popula¬ 
tion will displace the Youth Center as well. Winchester 
needs a youth center and the Recreation Department 
needs a space from which it can supervise daytime 
programming. 

Many of the buildings currently used as sites for 
Recreation Department programs are unavailable dur¬ 
ing the day. The Mystic School, between Marshall Road 
and Madison Avenue on Main Street, could house the 
Recreation Department, a youth center and a rent¬ 
paying tenant. 

River City's librarian, Marian Paroo, presides over a 
library funded by a deceased benefactor. Recreation 
Director Lee Evans, has a budget, approved annually 
by Town Meeting, which pays for salaries and supplies. 
The programs are paid for by the individual particip¬ 
ants. Everyone in Winchester is eligible to participate 
in Recreation Department programs. 

But not everyone in Winchester can afford to do so. 
Not everyone in Winchester can afford to join a private 
pool either. This is a community that has no public 
pools, no public skating rinks, no movie theaters, no 
bowling alleys and no community center. 

By moving the Recreation Department to the Mystic 
School, the selectmen could demonstrate a commitment 
to Ihe department for the services it provides to the 
community. But “We’re so gosh darned stubborn who 
can stand touching noses for a week at a time and never 
see eye-to-eye.”

Students explore 

medical careers 

Deciding on a career path is a 
difficult choice for any young per¬ 
son. Learning as much as possible 
about areas of interest is essential — 
and sometimes difficult. At the 
Lahey Clinic in Burlington, students 
interested in health and medicine 
have a chance to explore the field 
through the clinic’s Explorers Post 
program. 

Established in 1984, the Explorers 
Post program is for area students 
between the ages of 13 and 18 who 
share a common interest in medi¬ 
cine or health care. 

“The program is designed to 
expose the students to the many 
different facets of medicine and 
health care found in a major medi¬ 
cal center, while offering guidance 
in choosing a career or future con¬ 
centration of study,” explains 
Explorers Post Advisor Kathy Doo¬ 
ley, Lahey's supervisor of training. 

“It’s unusual for students to get 
involved with career opportunities 
before they make their own career 
choice. The program is very valu¬ 
able to the members, who help 
decide on what topics are to be 
covered,” she says. 

“The program has helped me 
decide to pursue an interest in 
surgery,” says one member of the 
Explorers Post program, Jo-Marie 
DiCarlo of Woburn. “I find each 
meeting very informative and 
interesting.” 

Larry Caruso, an orthopaedic 
technologist in the Cast Room at the 
Clinic, was an explorer member in 
1987. He agrees that the program 
helped him decide what type of med¬ 
ical field to enter. ‘T was a senior 
high school and did volunteer work

for three months in the Cast Room. I 
found It very interesting and decided 
to follow through on my interest,” 
says Caruso. 

Units at the Clinic from which the 
post has received recent presenta¬ 
tions include: the Department of 
Pediatric and Adolescent Medicine;

Behavioral Medicine; the Depart¬ 
ment of Social Services; the Depart¬ 
ment of Dietetics; the Section of 
Vascular Medicine; and the Laser 
and Microsurgery Laboratories. 

“The Clinic’s physicians, nurses 
and technicians have welcomed the 
students into the departments,, 
assisting and answering the many 
questions the students may have,” 
says Dooley.

Vascular Laboratory by Dr. Per- 
sson, who discussed vascular medi¬ 
cine and such vascular disorders as 
hypertension, pulmonary embol¬ 
isms and strokes.” 

In addition to the regularly sche¬ 
duled meetings, which are held 
every three weeks, the program 
offers the students the opportunity to 
explore personal interests by selling 
up individual sessions in the Clinic.

Players provide laughs

You need only read the prog¬ 
ram to get the flavor of the 
Winchester’s Flayers recent pro¬ 
duction of Peter Shaffer's “Black 
Comedy." Credits listed identify 
Donald Chipman who plays 
George Bamburger with three 
simplestagedirections: “Geton; 
get off; and don't bump into the 
furniture." 

Directed by Karen Barton and 
produced by Caryl Schillinger, 
the play skillfully unfolded as the 
improbable plot was brought to 
life. 

The setting of the play is one, 
simply furnished room. An anti¬ 
que pink couch sits center stage, 
along with an olive drab wing 
chair. Gut the cast transformed 
that one room with a high energy 
performance which kept the audi¬ 
ence entranced. 

“The Black Comedy," referred 
to also as “the reverse play,” 
begins In total darkness. We are 
told that Brindsley has "bor¬ 
rowed” the furniture on stage, 
without his neighbor llaroid Gor- 
ringe's (Andrew J. Laurie) per¬ 
mission, Brindsley Miller 
(Micheal Siering) and Carol 
Melkett (Holly Frazier) prepare 
to display Brindsley's sculpture 
hoping to impress George Bam¬ 
burger, the millionaire and Car¬ 
ol’s military father. 

A main fuse is blown. Brinds¬ 
ley's worst fears about the out¬ 
come of the night come true. The 
audience is caught continually off 
guard as the stage lights come 
on ... though the cast clearly is 


bumping into furniture and the 
farce begins. Each time someone 
lights a match or a lighter, the 
stage lights dim. Hugh Thomp¬ 
son, the show’s lighting designer 
called the show “a whole play of 
opposites.” His impressive 
talents serve to enhance the per¬ 
formance without distracting the 
audience. 

Micheal Siering (Brindsley 
Miller) in the main role, gave an 
inspired performance which kept 
the anticipation alive. He starts 
out supremely confident and as 
each disaster unfolds. His self- 
assurance wavers. In the final 
scene, his clothing Is completely 
disheveled and he finally admits 
“I think I’m becoming 
unhinged.” 

Harold Gorrlnge (Andrew J. 
Laurie) is Brindsley's alter ego. 
He is neat to a fault where 
Brindsley is a slob. He is calm 
through most of the action at 
least until he discovers his anti¬ 
ques are in Brindsley’s studio. 

Holly Frazier offers perhaps 
the perfect contrast to the eventu¬ 
al entrance of Clea (Trina J, 
Eliassen). Her portrayal of Carol 
Melkett is flawless. The charac¬ 
ter, with her cloying expressions, 
“sweetipegs and foxipegs” 
coupled with her stiff counte¬ 
nance came across beautifully. 
Holly made you want to mess up 
her hair and wrinkle her dress. 

As the two main characters 
struggle to get the fuse repaired, 
Brindsley’s former lover, Clea, 
wanders into the confusion. 
Clea’s introduction in the middle 
of the play captivates and keeps 
Micheal Siering from stealing the

show. She is the quintessential 
vamp. She is dressed in a vibrant 
red dress and appears to be look¬ 
ing for trouble. Ellassen’s Clea 
has such stage presence that 
even as she silently stalks Brinds¬ 
ley (she has no lines for the first 
few minutes) her expressiveness 
places her right in the action. 

Colonel Melkett (Craig Nicker¬ 
son) is an absolute tyrant. He 
spends the entire one act play in a 
screaming exchange with his 
daughter regarding Brindsley’s 
sanity: “You’ve got yourself 
engaged to a lunatic.” Perhaps 
Nickerson’s artful portrayal of 
the pompous old bore is the rea¬ 
son he draws the audience’s 
delight when he lands on the floor 
as Brindsley frantically tries to 
replace the “borrowed" furniture 
upon Harold’s return. 

The biggest laughs of the even¬ 
ing were for Miss Furnival (Liz 
Bruce). Miss Furnival’s plagiar-

Demolition on hold 
pending appeal

Members of the Board of Health 
won’t seek a eourl order to demolish 
1034-1036 Main SI. until selectmen 
decide whether or not to appeal a 
land court decision. 

And neighbors of that site arc 
hoping to see the home at that site 
demolished, but don’t want SpeeDee 
Oil Change and Tune-up of New 
England to take its place. 

The home on the site is currently 
vacant, and was condemned by 
Hoard of Health in November, 1939 
when it was determined to be unfit 
for habitation. That order got the 
ball rolling to demolish the house, he 
said. 

According to Health Director 
JosephTabbi, stale law dictates that 
if no action is taken to bring a 
building up to code within one year 
of being served notice, the Hoard of 
Health can seek court action to have 
the building demolished. 

H'he owner of Ihc pi'operty, Wil¬ 
liam Daly of Burlington, had previ¬ 
ously petitioned the Zoning Hoard of 
Appeals iZHAi to build a vSpeeDee 
Oil Change. While the ZHA denied 
the petition with prejudice, its ruling 
was reversed Jan. 29 by Massa¬ 
chusetts Land Court Justice Marilyn 
Sullivan. 

In her decision. Sullivan said the 
arguments used by Hie Zoning Hoard 
of Appeals were not valid. 

Howevei’. neighbors feel Sullivan 
brushed over vital issues, despite 
the fact lhat she acknowledged the 
concerns of the town were "verv 


real.” For example, say neighbors, 
in her decision, Sullivan said the 
town could consider changing Sheri¬ 
dan Circle to a one-way street wes¬ 
terly from Main Street “at least 
during certain hours of the day and 
certain days of the week. Experi¬ 
ence may also dictate the necessity 
of a special police officer at times 
should problems develop in traffic 
control,” she said. 

As a result of the Land Court 
decision. Town Counsel Wade Welch 
advised the Board of Health Tues¬ 
day night to hold off on taking action 
until selectmen decide whether or 
not to appeal the decision — an 
action Welch said he recommends, 
Demolishing the building al this 
point could affect the outcome of a 
Land Court appeal, he said. 

But neighbors are concerned the 
dilapidated building is a danger to 
the neighborhood, and are hoping 
the process will not be bogged down 
in red tape, 

Resident Heggy Schleicher said 
there are a number of elderly resi¬ 
dents in the area, as well as child¬ 
ren, Scheleher said there have been 
problems with youths drinking on 
the site, which is currently vacant. 

•‘We all acknowledge there is a 
problem up there. I don’t understand 
why this hoard doesn’t have the 
authority (to carry through with the 
condemnation order],” Schleicher 
said. 

Hoard of Health momhers said 
they will follow Welch’s advice and 
wait for a decision by selectmen on 
an ap))eal.

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Board approves 
proposed budget

After months of review, School 
Committee members have put their 
stamp of approval on a $13.8 million 
education budget, which assumes a 
5.39 percent increase over last 
year’s figure. 

School Superintendent Dr. Charles 
Milsakos said the cost of education 
in Winchester ‘‘is the best value in 
the Commonwealth.” He said 
Winchester spends more than $1,000 
less per student than the average 
per pupil expenditure in the Lincoln/ 
Sudbury consortium. Mitsakos also 
said Winchester Is consistently "one 
of the finest school systems in the 
region.” 

The Superintendent’s final figure 
is approximately $70,000 more than 
the Town Manager’s proposed edu¬ 
cation budget. (See related story, 
page lOA.) In addition, the school’s 
figure does not include the athletic 
budget at $260,000 or energy costs. 
Reductions were made in the equip¬ 
ment and other expenses accounts 
as well as some personnel 
adjustments. 

School Committee member 
Michael Ronayne said he felt the 
School Committee version of the 
budget does not necessarily have to 
match up with the Town Manager’s. 
‘‘It’s the same as always, the School 
Committee makes a decision, listens 
to opinions ... and then Town Meet¬ 
ing decides. Who knows what the 
bottom line is?” 

Finance Committee Chairman 
Wendy Sutton agreed, ‘‘he School 
Committee) must deal with the 
budget singularly now, The Finance 
Committee needs to know what your 
needs are,” she said. 

School Committee Mark Lombar¬ 
di came out against the budget, in a 
4-1 vote, citing a list of potential 
cuts, which he introduced as nine 
amendments to the budget. 

Lombardi questioned the cost of 
special education transportation, 
which has for two years come in 


under budget. Lombardi recom¬ 
mended a $20,(K)0 reduction in that 
account, which he said “would be 
more realistic.” 

Mitsakos however, said the budgel 
had to be sensitive to fluctuations in 
student enrollment, which could sig¬ 
nificantly alter the amount spent 
Members rejected the measure 3 to 
2. with Lombardi and O’Connell vot¬ 
ing in favor. 

Lombardi also proposed a reduc¬ 
tion in a curriculum account lhat 
provides for professional develop¬ 
ment. He said the account could be 
reduced from $20,300 to $5,300. Assis¬ 
tant Superintendent David Acker¬ 
man however, defended the funding, 
which is the combination of three 
different accounts from last year’s 
budget. That amendment failed 4-1. 


Lombardi also called for a reduc¬ 
tion in the inside and outside travel 
accounts, reducing the first from 
$17,400 to $5,000 and the other 
account from $8,600 to zero dollars. 
Lombardi said he did not want to 
down play the Importance of profes¬ 
sional development, but said the 
school department could not afford 
such expenditures this year. 

O'Connell voted against the first 
measure, calling instead for level 
funding of lhat account, and voted 
for the second measure, saying the 
school department could “tighten its 
belt" for one year. The amendments 
failed 4-1 and 3-2, respectively. 

Lombardi also proposed reducing 
the dues and memberships account

Cable rates will rise 

Board agrees on rental rate

Cable television subscribers will 
see hikes in charges averaging 
between $1 and $4 for cable services 
as of April 1. 

In a letter to the Cable Advisory 
Committee, General Manager Leo¬ 
nard Tammaro said the new rates 
“will assist us in offsetting extraor¬ 
dinary increases in operating 
expenses which have occurred since 
our last rate adjustment 15 months 
ago ... ” 

Tammaro said increases in oper¬ 
ating expenses have been realized in 
insurance and benefits, vehicle 
expense (insurance and fuel), post¬ 
age, billing computer services and 
programming. Other anticipated 
increases include system power, 
cleaning and hauling, telephone. 


answering service and shipping and 
freight. 

The expanded service package 
will rise $2 to $18.50 per month, while 
the limited service package will go 
up $1.80 to $16.65. 

Senior citizen discounts worked 
into the new contract will also result 
in ultimate increases. With a 5 per¬ 
cent discount, the cost will rise $1.90 
per month to $17.57, while the 10 
percent discount reflects a $ 1.80 hike 
to $16.65. 

Other significant increases on 
monthly costs include: limited ser¬ 
vice package, $8.95, (up $3); 
expanded additional outlet, $6.95 (up 
$1); limited additional outlet, $5.95, 
(up $3.95); and NESN- 
Sportschannel combination, $14.95 
(up $1). 

Service packages, which include 
the expanded service package plus a 
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number of premium channels, will 
each rise $2 per month. 

The real hike comes in the cost of 
other services, such as inslallation 
charges, which will go up between 
$10 and $20. According to Tammaro. 
“The increases in the installation 
charges are intended to gel closer to 
the actual costs associated with roll¬ 
ing a truck. And while these new 
installation rates do not fully cap¬ 
ture the actual cost, they will soften 
the burden which would otherwise

Ground breaking likely in spring

After a long and arduous bailie 
wilh town agencies. Arthur Griffin, 
a longtime Winchester resident and 
world reknown photographer, is now 
closer than ever lo realizing his 
dream of establishing a New Eng¬ 
land grist mill photography 
museum. 

Gi'iffin’s representatives are look¬ 
ing to the spring to begin ground 
breaking at the Judkins Rond site. 

Conservation Commissioners, who 
flatly rejected the original plans less 
than a year ago, held out little resis¬ 


tance to the final proposal at their 
Fch. 12 session Two areas of con¬ 
cern were the location of the 
museum and the displacement of the 
flood plain storage. 

William Martin, museum rep¬ 
resentative, indicated that in the 
latest plans, the grist mill building 
has been moved further away from 
the pond to meet aesthetic and wet¬ 
lands concerns. 

However, Martin said museum 
representatives had decided not to 
compensate lor the lost flood plain 
storage caused by the building's con- 
struclion liecaus'c the loss “is mini¬ 
mal.” To replace the storage. Mar¬ 


lin said woi'kers would have to dig 
and grade the area, “which would he 
more disruptive,” 

Marlin said some of the fill near 
the building was determined to be 
coal and ash, w’hich he said would 
best be left undisturbed, 

Museum representative Carl Hals- 
ley said the total loss of flood storage 
was just one-half of 1 percent of the 
storage at Judkins Pond. The build¬ 
ing construction is al the upper ele¬ 
vations of the pond and therefore 
would not serve to hold a high vol¬ 
ume of water during a storm, he 
added.

The man said he had recently 
purchased the vehicle but could not 
produce a bill of sale, according to 
police.

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Pizza wars begin, 
license granted

Selectmen say the license for a 
new pizza shop at 740 Main St. can be 
reviewed in a year to determine if 
there are excessive safety and park¬ 
ing problems in the area. 

Selectmen unanimously agreed to 
grant a common victualer’s license 
to Joseph Savino, owner of Checkers 
Pizza in Woburn. Savino plans to 
close that site, and open a take-out 
and delivery establishment with a 
full submarine sandwich, pasta and 
pizza menu at the Main Street site. 

But area merchants continued to 
voice concerns about traffic and 
parking Monday night. However, 
because Savino met the require¬ 
ments of the town bylaws, selectmen 
said they legally could not prohibit 
the establishment because of its 
effect on other food establishments. 

“The problem with the license was 
strictly a safety issue," said Select¬ 
men Chairman Steve Powers. 
“There is nothing legally we can do 
within the bylaws of the town." 

Savino’s site has three parking 
spots in front of the shop. And, 
Powers said, “According to the 
bylaw, the applicant does not have to 
have off-site parking." 

Selectmen had postponed a vote on 
the license at their Feb. 5 meeting to 
await further comments from Safety 
Officer Kevin Mawn. In a memoran¬ 
dum to selectmen at that meeting, 
Mawn said the area is congested due 
to the high volume of commercial 
property. He also said there is 
“inadequate” parking at the prop¬ 
osed location. 

With no clarification from Mawn 
at their Feb. 11 meeting, selectmen 
agreed to grant the license. 

But even after selectmen took 
their vote, abuttors continued to 
voice their concerns. 

Salvatore Addezio, owner of the 
building which houses his shop —

Saivy’s Bakery — Domino’s Pizza 
and White Hen Pantry, said he was 
concerned patrons from Savino's 
shop will park in his lot. 

“Italready is a problem," Addezio 
said. "I am here to protect my 
tenants and myself.” Addezio said 
he has had confrontations in the past 
with people who were angry he 
would not let them park in his lot 
when doing business at other area 
merchants. 

“If I don’t want them to park in 
my place, I have to go outside and 
fight," he added. Addezio asked 
selectmen to come by the area dur¬ 
ing the peak hours of lunch and 
dinner. 

“The lot is under your control," 
said Powers. “What we have before 
us is the license. There's nothing in 
the bylaw that would prevent this 
board from granting the license." 

Cosmo Pasciuto, the owner of the 
building which will house the pizza 
shop, said any type of shop would 
create a need for parking. 

“The side of my building is con¬ 
stantly filled with outside traffic. 
There is nothing you can do. That’s 
life. We struggle for what we have in 
town, and we do the best we can,” he 
said. “Whatever goes inside there, 
this is a business."

A national winner 
will then be chosen. 

According to St. Mary’s teacher 


Sharon Murphy, the bee is open to all 
students in grades four, five and six. 
She says the questions are tough, 
and the kids get a lot of geography 
know-how from the bee. 

Murphy said it took the school 
three days to eliminate the dozens 
that participated down to one school 
finalist. 

“To get one [answer] out of those 
[five final questions]," said Mur¬ 
phy, “that’s pretty good.” 

The four other questions that 
stumped Ferraro and McCauley 
were: 1. The defeat of the Meech 
Lake Accord in 1990 has threatened 
the political unity of what bilingual 
country?; 2. What country is the 
principal importer of Alaskan tim¬ 
ber?; 3. In terms of the amount of 
direct foreign investment in the 
United States, Japan ranks number 
two. What country is number one?; 
4. The caldera formed by the erup¬ 
tion of Mount Mazama is now the 
basin for the second deepest lake in 
North America. Name the lake. 

Answers are: 1. Canada; 2. 
Japan; 3. United Kingdom; 4. Crater 
Lake.

Neighbors of the former Mystic 
School site support the idea of creat¬ 
ing a community center, but say 
they want more input into the leas¬ 
ing process. 

Noise, traffic and hours of opera¬ 
tion are areas of concern neighbors 
would like to see addressed. 

The concept of a community cen¬ 
ter came about when the School 
Committee declared the Mystic 
School surplus. Under the Uniform 
Procurement Act, the committee is 
required to offer the site to other 
municipal departments before going 
forward with a lease. 

The building, located at 263 Main 
St., is currently leased to Faith Fel¬ 
lowship Ministries, which operates 
the Agape Christian Academy and a 
church in the space. 

According to the proposal. Recre¬ 
ation Department offices would 
move into the Mystic School, and 
operate programs there. Additional 


space would be rented to other 
groups that conform to the zoning 
requirements in order to help cover 
costs, which are currently approxi¬ 
mately $87,0(X) a year. 

Recreation Director Lee Evans 
hopes to have additional details by 
Feb. 19 on a proposal for a communi¬ 
ty center in Mystic School. Select¬ 
men must decide by Feb. 25 whether 
or not the town will go forward with 
a proposal to lease the space. 

And while neighbors think the site 
should benefit as many Winchester 
residents as possible, they feel there 
should be more restrictions on 
future tenants. 

A letter to the School Committee 
dated Nov. 6, signed by more than 30 
neighbors, asked that the property 
“be leased to a group who would 
maintain the quiet and peaceful set¬ 
ting of a residential neighborhood." 

Neighbors asked that three 
criteria be used in determining the 
next tenant of the Mystic School: 
daytime use only (9 a.m. to 5 p.m.); 


weekday use only (no Saturday or 
Sunday use); and, parking only on 
the parking lot/blacktop area of the 
school (not on Madison Avenue or 
Main Street). 

A smaller group of neighbors had 
sent a letter to Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. Charles Mitsakos last 
May voicing concerns about Faith 
Fellowship. As a result, a meeting 
with neighbors and church represen¬ 
tatives was held. 

However, while neighbors say the 
church has been cooperative to a 
certain degree, they say it is impos¬ 
sible for the church to comply with 
all their requests due to the size of 
the parish. 

According to Glenn Burdick of 
Madison Avenue, the parish has 
increased from 150 to 800 members 
over the last three or four years. The 
intensity of the church services, 
coupled with amplified music “has 
simply become an intolerable situa¬ 
tion," he said. However, he added, 
“We think it’s a terrific idea that this 
remain a community asset." 


“As far as the noise is concerned, I 
may as well have a pew in my 
livingroom during the spring and 
summer," said Rusty Irving of 
Madison Avenue. 

But Selectmen Chairman Steve 
Powers said complaints about the 
building and the leasing process 
would be properly directed to the 
School Committee. "The only reason 
we are now a player is we are 
looking into [creating a community 
center],’’ he said. 

Evans said she does not feel a 
community center would create the 
same problems as the church, since 
the department runs few weekend 
programs. “We have found there is 
not a great demand [for weekend 
programs]," Evans said. However, 
she did note the department runs 
some evening programs, but most 
would be completed by 9 or 10 p.m. 

Evans said she does not anticipate 
any conversion costs in the initial 
move, but will come back with a 
more complete report on Feb. 19.

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Woman charged with forgery

Winchester police are awaiting the 
outcome of criminal trials in New 
Hampshire and Maine before taking 
action on forgery charges against a 
woman for writing fraudulent 
checks. 

According to Winchester Police 
Lt. James Pierce, Sandra Wynne 
(aka Sandra Winn aka Yvonne Los- 
co), who has no known address, has 
been charged with forgery, uttering, 
larceny over $250 and receiving sto¬ 
len property under $250. 

The charges stem from a July, 
1990 incident in which police were 
contacted by the Winchester Savings 
Bank to report the use of stolen 
checks at two separate branches. 
According to Pierce, a Winchester 
resident reported to the bank that 
two checks had been stolen from his 
checkbook while on vacation in New 
Hampshire earlier in July, 1990, 

Because the checks were taken 
from the middle of the book, the 
resident said he had not immediate¬ 
ly noticed they were missing. The 
two checks were reportedly later 
made out to Yvonne Losco, one of 
Wynne’s pseudonym’s, for $2,100 


and $1,800 respectively, and cashed 
In Winchester. 

After obtaining photographs of the 
woman from the bank, Pierce said 
his department determined the iden¬ 
tification used to cash the checks, a 
Vermont state identification card, 
had been reported stolen. While the 
information on the card was valid, 
the photograph was of Losco (aka 
Wynne). 

After further investigation. Pierce 
said he contacted Sgt. Thomas 
Schladenhauffen of the Portsmouth, 
N.H. police department regarding 
Losco, at which time he was 
informed the suspect’s real name 
was Sandra Wynne. 

At that time, Schladenhauffen told 
Pierce she was wanted in both New 
Hampshire and Maine for similar 
offenses. 

Pierce was contacted by Schladen¬ 
hauffen Feb. 7, at which time the 
latter reported the woman had been 
arrested in Manchester, N.H. 

Pierce said Wynne had apparently 
worked with a male accomplice. The 
two would watch a parking lot, and 
when they observed someone who fit 
their description, they would break 
into the person's vehicle, Pierce 


said. They would then obtain identi¬ 
fication and/or checks, as well as 
money. 

According to Pierce, the two appa¬ 
rently used the information to obtain 
a new identification with their own 
pictures on them. They subsequently 
returned to the hometown of the 
person, and cashed the checks. Pier¬ 
ce said Wynne had apparently 
"worked up and down the east 
coast.’’ 

With the information from 
Schladenhauffen, Pierce said he 
obtained a warrant for Wynne’s 
arrest from Woburn District Court. 
Pierce then contacted the Sullivan 
County Sheriff’s Department in New 
Hampshire, where Wynne is cur¬ 
rently being held. Wynne is being 
held on $100,000 surety or $10,000 
cash bail. 

Pierce said the warrant was 
served on Wynne at the Sullivan 
County jail, but that before the 
Winchester Police Department’s 
charges are heard, cases in New 
Hampshire and Maine will be heard 
and/or settled. 

Pierce said the charge of receiv¬ 
ing stolen property under $250 
referred to the actual value of the 
checks — i.e., the value of the paper.

Woman suffers injuries 
after mishap with dog

A Plymouth Roatf woman under¬ 
went extensive surgery last week 
after a dog, owned by a Mayflower 
Road family, jumped on her as she 
walked down the street, sending her 
face-first into the pavement, accord¬ 
ing to police. 

Carol Brener told police she was 
walking her dog, which was on a 
leash, in the vicinity of Mayflower 
and Plymouth roads around 12:50 
p.m. on Tuesday, Feb, 5, Breuer 
reported that she was waiting for 
her child's school bus when, without 
warning, the dog owned by the 
Horne family jumped on her from 
behind, knocking her to the ground. 

Breuer was bleeding profusely 
from an injury lo her mouth, when a 
retired physician, Mayflower Road 
resident Jack Reed, rushed to her 
aid after witnessing the Incident. 


Reed brought Breuer to the Picker¬ 
ing home on Mayflower Road and 
assisted her there, according lo 
police reports. 

Breuer was then transported to 
the Winchester Hospital Emergency 
Room where 25 to 35 stitches were 
administered to close the injury to 
her mouth. Slie was later taken to a 
Winchester dentist who wired her 
six upper front teeth, which has been 
broken, chipped or had fallen out as 
a result of her fall. 

Breuer was then taken back to the 
Winchester Emergency Room were 
she underwent plastic surgery to 
reconstruct part of her lip. The 
entire medical treatment took six 
hours, according to police reports. 

Breuer's husband, who was on a 
business trip in Toronto, returned 
that afternoon, In an interview later 
that day, the Breuers told police the 
dog had repeatedly been “a 
menace" to the neighborhood. They

also said their 14-year-old son had 
been bitten on the leg by the dog 
several weeks ago, and the bite had 
pierced the skin. 

Reed told police that members of a 
bridge club, who meet in the neigh¬ 
borhood, drive their cars a block to 
the game in order lo avoid the dog, 
reports said. 

Dog Officer Dominic Molea how¬ 
ever, said this was the first report 
concerning this particular dog.

EDITORIAL 


On communication 


School Committee member Edward O’Connell has decided his 
way to be heard by the Star is to publicly lash out at its writers. 

O’Connell called the Star “an example of biased journalism” at 
the committee’s Tuesday night meeting apparently because his 
comments were not included in a Jan. 24 story about the 
compromise agreement reached by town officials and Town 
Meeting members last spring. The measure was aimed at 
assuring quality education by setting in place a list of shared 
goals and understandings. 

But the curious thing is why, if he was so angry, O’Connell sat 
on the matter for 20 days since publication of the story. In 
speaking Tuesday night, O’Connell said he is accessible to the 
public or press. But communication is a two-way street. We, too, 
are accessible, and are only a phone call away. O’Connell never 
contacted anyone on the Star’s staff. 

Somehow, it seems more appropriate to address a problem 
directly rather than bring it up at a public meeting where there is 
no opportunity for a response. Nothing of what O’Connell said 
appears to have been productive, and the real point of 
O’Connell’s outburst is still unclear. He appears to agree with the 
overall content of the story, and is just angered that he has not 
been quoted, 

Tbe story in question related to the compromise reached by a 
number of groups in town last spring. The story resulted from 
comments by resident William Galatis at a School Committee 
meeting. Galatis said he backed the agreement’s intent, but said 
the document should serve simply as a framework to begin 
budget talks. Residents Lori German and John Montgomery, also 
among the framers of the compromise, felt differently. 

Montgomery said he felt the agreement was the product of a lot 
of discussion, and that a “group of sophisticated adults attached 
their names to a document that was an agreement.” 

The Star reported on both sides of the issue. In addition, the 
story summarized the viewpoint of the School Committee, but did 
not directly quote any member. 

The Star is not unreceptive to constructive criticism. If readers 
believe a factual error has been made in a story, we welcome 
their phone calls to set the record straight. In addition, if a reader 
disagrees with the Star’s coverage, we welcome letters to the 
editor. 

O’Connell’s comments bring to light a larger issue: the matter 
of quoting public officials in the newspaper. While we regularly 
cover School Committee and other meetings, our job is to report 
on issues, not act as stenographers. 

When officials are elected to serve in the town of Winchester, 
they are asked to represent the residents of the town in matters 
relevant to daily life. They are charged with the well-being of 
citizens, and in the case of the School Committee, students. Their 
election does not guarantee them newsprint each week. 

If what the Star reports somehow endangers the well-being of 
students, such outbursts may be more appropriate. However, 
with both sides of the issue represented in the story at hand, this 
is not, in our opinion, the case. News stories are intended to 
include comments from participants who further discussion — 
whether they are public officials or residents. If there is general 
consensus on a point, it is often summarized. 

With regard to the story in question, the point was not that the 
issue surfaced at a School Committee meeting. The issue was the 
compromise. That is what we reported on. 

Another point: a good story is not necessary a long story. A 
good story is one that presents both sides of the issue, so that the 
average reader can walk away with an understanding of what is 
happening in town, and what it means to them. 

But now, O’Connell puts the Star in an uncomfortable predica¬ 
ment. If we go forward and cover meetings, including comments 
from him when they are relevant, O’Connell may see this as a 
way to manipulate the press. If we fail to quote him one week, he 
may feel his outburst has created a bias against him. 

What we have done in the past is report on the news of the town. 
That is our job, and what we will continue to do. 


Election policy 

The Star welcomes releases from candidates. All candidates for town-wide 
races in the local election of March 26 will be allowed to have three releases 
app>car in the paper prior to that time. Candidates or their organizations can 
submit a release for inclusion in the paper announcing their platforms or 
outlining their positions. 

Material must not run longer than two, double-spaced, typewritten pages, 
or it will not be accepted. All released will be marked as having been 
submitted by the candidate or the candidate’s organization, and are subject 
to editing. 

One of the releases can include a photograph. Only one release will be 
accepted for each issue. 

In addition to the releases, candidates will be allowed one letter to the 
editor. That letter must not run longer than one. double-spaced typewritten 
page. 

Releases must be submitted no later than Monday at 4 p.m. Ilow'ever, 
those submitted on P'riday by 4 p.m. will be given priority. 

No releases will be permitted in the March 21 issue — the last issue prior to 
the election. The Star traditionally prints candidate Information from the 
League of Women Voters in the issue immediately preceding the election.

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Reader asks for 
Town Meeting reform 

TO THE EDITOR:

lieveloped a way Town Meeting 
members become accountable for 
(he way in which they vote on a 
particular is.sue. They arc repre¬ 
senting (I precinct. Because of this 
representation, their constituents 
have a right to know how they voted 
on any i.ssue that effects them. 

Let me suggest the following ways 
in which Town Meeting members 
can become more accountable. 

First, precinct representatives 
should all lie silting together in order 
that those people in the gallery and 
those at home can focus in on their 
representatives and how they vote. 

Secondly, a procedure should l>e 
developed whereby their vole can 
become public knowledge and pub¬ 
lished in the local newspapers Some 
people may say that roll call votes 
are time-consuming and cumber¬ 
some There are ways in which roll 
call votes can l>c avoided. 

In the packets Town Meeting Rep¬ 


resentatives receive, there could be 
a number of green and red cards 
with their names included on them. 
(Green in favor of the motion and 
red opposed to the motion.) Those 
cards can be handed in to the Pre¬ 
cinct Captains elecled by the Pre¬ 
cinct Representatives and can then 
be handed to (he 'I’own Moderator 
for counting. 

In this way, the vote will bo 
announced and published. 1 am sure 
there are other ways to accomplish 
this also. 

The whole point of this letter is to 
preserve the democratic process in 
local government. Town Meeting 
members. I am sure, are thoughtful 
and insightful It is, however, a time 
when important decisions affecting 
our lives and those of our children be 
disseminated to the general public. 

These slop.s and others like them 
would renew my confidence in rep¬ 
resentative government and I hope 
they will he taken in the spirit in 
w'hich they were given.

Mausoleum heariiiir 
set for Feb. 25 

TO TIIK KOITOIt: 

Most people in Winchester probab¬ 
ly are not awiire lhal a major 
change in the traditional, simple 
style and naturalistic, country like 
feeling of our Wildw’ood Cemetery 
could soon occur, 1 refer to llio 
proposal to pi^rmil mausoleums to 
he coiislnieled in !he cemelery. 

For those who an* not familiar 


with them, mausoleums are size¬ 
able, typically rectangular buildings 
in W'hich loved ones of a single fami¬ 
ly are interred as an alternative to a 
grave. In Europe they are frequent¬ 
ly highly ornamented with figurines 
and statuary. In the United States 
they are seen less frequently and 
mostly in urban cemeteries. Oak 
Grove Cemetery in Medford has a 
substantial number of mausoleums 
which are lined up much like houses 
on a city street. 

To many of us, the size, bulky 
rectangular shape and often exces¬ 
sive ornamentation of mausoleums 
would be totally inconsistent with 
the rolling, rural character of Wild¬ 
wood as it is now and as it has been 
over all the years of its existence. 

While it can be argued that per¬ 
mitting one mausoleum would not 
make much difference, it would set a 
precedent; and there is little doubt 
(hat a substantial additional number 
would follow', as the rows of mauso¬ 
leums in Medford’s Oak Grove 
Cemetery altesi Further, the cur¬ 
rent strict limitation on the size of 
headstones in our cemetery w'ould 
be difficult to defend once we had 
allowed mausoleums IG times larger 
than the biggest headstone. 

Certainly, those who have been 
buried in Wildwood Cemetery over 
the pasi 100-odd years and those w'ho 
mourn them and visit their graves 
did not expect to see cement and 
marble mausoleums crowding into 
what had been a place of peaceful, 
rural repose. I mean no disrespect to

in history 

1977: 14 years ago 

Police Chief John P. McHugh 
reported he had noticed a rise in 
the number of larcenies from 
parked cars during the month. 
Thefts had been occurring ail 
over town, and during all hours, 
but most often at night, he said. 

A near-capacity crowd at 
Winchester High School gymna¬ 
sium enjoyed a big upset win over 
previously unbeaten Burlington, 
the number one ranked basket¬ 
ball team in eastern Massa¬ 
chusetts. The Sachems won by a 
score of 87 to 62. 


Pending approval by the Board 
of Selectmen, the Department of 
Public Works was being reorgan¬ 
ized into a three-division depart¬ 
ment of 100 employees from its 
previous format of four indepen¬ 
dent agencies. 

Police Officer Theodore Yeana- 
copolis, a veteran of the force for 
five years, was awarded the 
department’s 1976 meritorious 
service award for exemplary 
police work. Yeanacopolis had 
apprehended three suspects flee¬ 
ing from an armed robbery al 
Saivy’s Bakery on Main Street 
earlier that year. 


A plan had just been announced 
that would move most of the 
Wyman Elementary School stu¬ 
dents from a 212-pupll school to a 
430-pupil situation at Lincoln. The 
Ambrose School would receive 59 
additional students and the Lin¬ 
coln School 148 from the Wyman 
School district. The Wyman 
school would close. 

Races had finally begun to 
shape up for several of the town¬ 
wide offices, most notably for the 
Board of Selectmen and School 
Committee. However, Town 
Meeting races were particularly 
slow. John Sullivan that year ran 
for the Town Moderator seal for 
the first time. He was unopposed 
and would take Raymond C. Ken¬ 
ney’s place on Town Meeting 
floor. Sullivan’s seat on the Board 
of Selectmen was vacant. 


Police Officer Joseph N. Perri- 
tano was appointed a police 
sergeant by Town Manager Tho¬ 
mas J. Groux. effective Feb. 28 
Patrolman Perritano had been a 
permanent police officer since 
1965 and had taken and success¬ 
fully completed a number of .s{>e 
cialized training courses in fing 
erprints, photography, 
emergency medical training and 
crime reporting. 

The Winchester School Com¬ 
mittee and Winchester Education 
Association reached a tentative 
agreement on a two-year teach¬ 
ers' contract covering fiscal 
years 1977-78. The two groups had 
signed a memo of understanding, 
pending ratification by both 
paries. 'I’he agreement called for 
a 4.5 percent to 5 percent increase 
in wages.

Smith Pond project 
could be damaging 

TO THE EDITOR: 

As a resident of Winchester, who is 
not a neighbor of Smith Pond, I am 
seriously disturbed by the threat of a 
planned new development at Smith 
Pond to the ecosystem of the pond 
and to the Smith Pond Conservation 
Area. 

The Smith Pond Conservation 
Area Is a well-used, small area with 
trails that wind through open woods 
and along the edge of Smith Pond. 
Many residents, not just neighbors, 
enjoy a walk to the pond. School 
children from all the town’s elemen¬ 
tary schools go to Smith Pond on 
field trips that are coordinated with 
classroom science. Currently, 
Winchester Trails volunteers are 
conducting a survey of the plants 
and birds at Smith Pond. 

The highlight of the area is the 
pond and its border of varied wet¬ 
land plants. From the edge of the 
pond, the walker sees a vista of 
water, a variety of plants, ducks 
(not geese), dragonflies and frogs. 
The school children are excited by 
the chance to catch small pond crea¬ 
tures in a net. In fact, they conduct a 


census of the creatures they catch. 

Unfortunately, the developer owns 
about half the pond; and in the 
process of developing his land, he 
plans to fill part of the pond and its 
bordering vegetated wetlands on the 
Ridge St. side of the pond and to 
create a new wetlands on the Cox 
Road side. To do this, he will move 
his heavy equipment back and forth 
across the pond. 

This plan (plan 2) has been deve¬ 
loped by the developer and the Con¬ 
servation Commission as a com¬ 
promise after the Department of 
Environmental Protection over¬ 
ruled the Conservation Commis¬ 
sion's rejection of plan 1. Plan 1 
would have been detrimental to the 
wetlands too, but it did not involve 
filling and moving wetlands. Appa¬ 
rently, the Conservation Commis¬ 
sion thinks that moving the wetlands 
and pond (plan 2) is less damaging 
to the wetlands than plan 1. 

In my opinion, they may be wrong. 
They made this assessment of rela¬ 
tive risk without adequate details on 
plan 2 and without expert testimony 
on the risks to the ecosystem of the 
pond. As far as I can determine from 
the Conservation Commission’s 
files, neither the developer nor the 
Conservation Commission had a 
biologist experienced in wetlands 
replication assist in developing and 
assessing plan 2. It seems obvious 
that moving a wetland would be 
complicated and risky. Even the 
wetlands regulations say that It is 
impossible to successfully replicate 
a natural wetland. 

What are the risks to the ecosys¬ 
tem of the pond in this case? In the 
absence of expert testimony, I can 
only express my fears. I fear that 
the replacement wetland may 
become a purple loosestrife and 
phragmites wetland and that erosion 
or spills of fill during and after 
construction may result in a shal¬ 
lower pond. Both these outcomes 
would accelerate the rate at which 
the pond fills in and the tendency of 
purple loosestrife to replace a varied 
wetland border. 

What is so bad about purple loose¬ 
strife? Purple loosestrife is the

Canada goose of the plant kingdom. 
It is attractive in bloom, and a few 
plants might be a valuable addition 
to the pond border; but, like Ihe 
Canada goose, purple loosestrife 
creates serious environmental prob¬ 
lems, It spreads aggressively and 
tends to drive out native plants that 
are more valuable to wildlife. It 
grows in tall, dense stands that 
would make it difficult to see the 
water. Finally, the experts do not 
know how to get rid of it. 

At the present time purple loose- 
strife and phragmites already grow 
in the Smith Pond wetland, but cat¬ 
tails and other native plants, seem to 
be holding on. When the developer 
digs a hole for his new wetland, 
however, the chances seem great 
that the aggressive purple loose¬ 
strife and phragmites will colonize 
the area to the exclusion of native 
plants. For this reason. I fear that 
plan 2 may cause Smith Pond to 
become a loosestrife and phrag¬ 
mites marsh with a stream down the 
middle. 

I am sure that the Conservation 
Commission also wants Smith Pond 
to remain as a pond with a border of 
varied wetland plants and as a home 
to many animals and birds 1 urge 
them to reject this plan to move 
Smith Pond and its wetlands, cspe 
daily since a recent land court deci¬ 
sion suggests that the developer 
may not be able to build as many 
houses as he planned. With fewer 
houses, a plan surely could be deve¬ 
loped that would have a less serious 
impact on Smith Pond than plan 1 or 
plan 2. Wetlands should not be filled 
or moved if it is not necessary. 

I also urge the selectmen and 
Town Meeting to provide the Conser¬ 
vation Commission with funds for 
expert consultants, especially when 
valuable town open space is 
impacted by a proposed develop¬ 
ment. If we can not afford to buy 
more conservation land, we should 
at least spend the money necessary 
to protect what we already own.

Lincoln School 
not ‘outmoded’ 

TO TIIK EDITOK: 

Two weeks ago you featured an 
article by Dan Cliane proposing that 
the Lincoln Elementary School be 
closed because it Is “outmoded" and 
was never “appropriate" as an 
elementary school. 

I suggest that Lincoln is neither 
outmoded nor inappropriate as an 
elementary school. Lincoln has 
large sunny classrooms, a specious 
gymnasium and cafeteria, and a 
traditional auditorium for school 
assemblies and performances. 
There are both art and music rooms, 
and a spacious library with reading 
and research areas, all of which are 
used regularly by even the youngest 
children. 

Entrance and exit from the build¬ 
ing is facilitated for the large popu¬ 
lation by three separate portals and 
is trouble free. These assets are 
evidence that in fact Lincoln School 
is a unique and valuable facility, and 
it is indisputable that Lincoln has 
already served as an “appropriate” 
elementai'y school for many of the 
children in our community. 

The recurring charge that Lincoln 
is inefficient is also not true. For 
example, although Lincoln has the 
largest elementary population, it is 
ably served by one principal. 
Despite its age, and based on cur¬ 
rent projections, the per pupil 
expenditure for heating oil Is by far 
the lowest of all schools in Winches¬ 
ter, rivaled only by the Ambrose 
(another “old" building). 

One could debate the issue of old 
vs new. but it would be a debate over 
stylistic preference. The warm 
memories Mr. Chane so eloquently 
described are testimony to the 
enduring value of this school. What 
belter way to demonstrate our 


respect for “old" than to educate our 
youth in an efficient and useful older 
building.

McGovern explains 
library budget cuts 

The following letter was received 
by the Star for publication in 
response to a letter from resident 
Laurie LaConte. 

Thank you for your letter of Jan. 9, 
addressing the problems created by 
the elimination of a circulation desk 
from the Children’s Room. You deli¬ 
neated very clearly many of the 
difficulties that the current situation 
has created for our patrons. We 
would like you to know that we are 


aware of these problems and we are 
working on a solution. 

As you are undoubtedly aware, the 
past several years brought budget 
reductions that forced us to curtail 
services in many areas. Library 
hours were reduced to the minimum 
allowed by law. The materials 
budget was cut to minimum stan¬ 
dard's. Staff reductions forced us to 
centralize our circulation functions 
and eliminate the circulation desk in 
the Children’s Room. 

Under the present fiscal condi¬ 
tions, we do not anticipate a return 
to previous staffing levels. During 
the same time period, our circula¬ 
tion increased more than 7 percent. 
And 40 percent of that total circula¬ 
tion was in children’s materials. 

Faced with the serious obstacles 
to patron service that our central¬ 
ized circulation poses, and the lack 
of funds to resolve the staffing shor¬ 
tage, we have searched for alterna¬ 
tive solutions. One possible solution 
was to locate our circulation desk 
downstairs at the children’s level. 
This would have been a serious 
inconvenience to our many senior 
patrons who cannot readily use the 
stairs. 

We believe we have a better solu¬ 
tion and have begun the process of 
seeking permission to implement it. 
It involves a restructuring of the 
staff within the monetary confines of 
the present budget. Elimination of 
most of an administrative position, 
and use of the resulting funds for 
additional clerical staff who will do 
circulation desk work, will make it 
possible to reopen the Children’s 
Room circulation desk. 

The library operates with only two 
administrative positions. The loss of 
one of those positions will have a 
long-term impact on the quality and 
level of service that we can provide, 
But our first priority has to be the 
immediate and direct service that 
we will be able to provide for the 
patrons of our Children’s Room. We 
ask for your continued patience and 
support as we work to resolve this 
problem, 

Thank you for your interest in the 
library.

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Special ed classes won’t be moved

Parents of special education stu¬ 
dents may rest assured, at least for 
the time being, that their children 
will not be moved to other school 
buildings. 

A plan to decentralize the special 
education classes, which are cur¬ 
rently housed at Lynch Elementary 
School, was originally discussed sev¬ 
eral weeks ago. However, School 
Committee members voted 4-1 at 
their Feb. 12 session to abandon the 
plan, citing concerns from special 
education and Lynch School parents. 

Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Charles Mitsakos had recommended 
that the intermediate special needs 
class at Lynch be located at Muraco, 


K-1 readiness class at Lynch moved 
to Ambrose and learning behavior/ 
SEEM elass at Muraco moved to 
Vinson Owen. The early childhood 
class, pre-school class (WIN) and 
primary special needs class would 
stay at Lynch. 

While ^e proposal received sup¬ 
port when first introduced, mem¬ 
bers had decided to take the plan to 
the Special Education Parent Advis¬ 
ory Committee (PAC) at its Jan. 23 
meeting for parent input. 

School Committee member Alice 
McCarter, who attended that ses¬ 
sion, said the plan received 'Tittle or 
no support” from PAC parents. She 
said these parents said their child¬ 
ren were becoming integrated in the 
Lynch community and were gaining 
acceptance from regular ed 


students. 

Jill Bolan, chairman of PAC, said 
the special education sutdents had 
"made friends with the students and 
staff at Lynch." She said the plan 
offered no benefit to students and 
“sounded unfair and perhaps 
discriminatory.” 

Mitsakos however, noted the plan 
was a response to concerns from 
Lynch parents that the school was 
overburdened with all the town-wide 
services. “When you address one 
need, you can be creating a problem 
for someone else," said Mitsakos, 

He said the plan eould also serve 
to reduce the overall population at 
the school and help to avoid split 
grades. In order to get a better 
handle on budget figures, Mitsakos 
recommended delaying the plan 


until after March elections. 

Audrey Killian, president of the 
Lynch Parent Association, said the 
Lynch community found the plan did 
not alleviate problems of inequity at 
the school. “We couldn't see this 
move for this small a student group 
as addressing the problems at 
Lynch.” 

School Committee member Mark 
Lombardi, who voted for the move, 
said the plan was determined to be 
the best solution to decentralize spe¬ 
cial education class. He said these 
classes had been identified as the 
least disruptive to move out of the 
school by school administrators and 
agreed with Mitsakos that any plan 
would benefit some and create a 
problem for others.

Members of the Beautification 
Design Review Committee (BDRC) 
allege that rainfall from the 
REMAX building parking lot on Con¬ 
verse Place is not properly drained 
and runs in sheets off the side of the 
embankment, causing serious ero¬ 
sion problems.

School Superintendent Charles 
Mitsakos and Town Manager Chad¬ 
wick Maurer are at loggerheads 
over the proposed fiscal year 1992 
school budget with a $70,000 chasm 
separating their two final figures. 

Maurer had taken steps to put a 
$13,726,024 budget before the Joint 
Budget Committee on Feb. 7, six 
days before the School Committee 
was expected to approve the Super¬ 
intendent’s version of the education 
budget at $13,802,668. 

The difference in the two budget 
numbers is the energy figure, which 
has been set by Maurer at $1,412,000 
townwide, a 28 percent increase over 
F Y91. The cost for energy was estab¬ 
lished back in October, 1990, when 
fuel prices were on the rise. Howev¬ 
er, since the market has levelled in 
the last few months, town officials 
are now looking at substantially low¬ 
er energy costs. 

But Maurer said the potential sav¬ 
ings in that account would represent 
the only "wiggle-room” in the tight¬ 
ened FY92 budget. 

However, Mitsakos argued that 
the School Department had not 
agreed to have the unused energy 
costs become part of the undistri¬ 
buted funds account in FY92. He also 
cited growing enrollment numbers 
and the need for additional funding 
to reach a level-service budget on 
the school side. 

School Committee Chairman Don¬ 
na Brandt Landry asked why Maur¬ 
er would make a decision about the 
school budget, when the School Com¬ 


mittee considers that its charge. 

"We have to pare [the budget] 
down,” said Maurer. "I have a 
responsibility to the entire commun¬ 
ity to put together plans that make 
sense on a town-wide basis.” 

He said the plan was devised so 
that funds for energy were used for 
energy "and not reverted back to the 
school department.” 

Mitsakos cited the programs cur¬ 
rently in place to conserve energy at 
the schools and the planned capital 
projects, which will reduce the loss 
of energy through windows at the 
McCall Middle School in this year’s 
budget. He called for a percentage of 
the saved energy costs to be put 
back into the school and town 
departments in FY92. 

"Just because you have money, 
doesn’t mean you have to spend it,” 
Maurer countered. 

Maurer also said town officials 
have been accused of not developing 
a far-reaching budget plan. Maurer 
contended however, Town Meeting 
members refused a retirement prop¬ 
osal that he says would have saved 
the town $300,000 a year. 

He said several residents who led 
the fight against the proposal, 
"weren’t sure they knew why they 
opposed it.” He also said Town 
Meeting members have dipped into 
free cash on several occasions to 
fund programs. 

"We have to make the sacrifices,” 
said Maurer. "We can't continue to 
go on like nothing has changed,” 

Maurer said increases in the 
budget, 5.51 percent on the school- 
side and 4.84 percent on the town- 
side, are "not shabby.” 


But Mitsakos maintained the two 
sides had been close to reaching an 
accord. 

Also called into question was the 
definition of a "level-service 
budget.” Selectmen Chairman Ste¬ 
phen Powers noted the School 
Department had hired additional 
teachers last year. However, Land¬ 
ry said the teachers were hired 
because of growing enrollment at 
the elementary grades to keep a 
level of service, which includes a 
certain pupil/teacher ratio and no 
split grades. 

Joint Committee members also 
discussed proposed cuts in the order 
of 10 percent for local aid. Assessor 
Chairman Mark Lombardi said he 
didn’t believe the cuts would come to 
pass and called proposed reductions 
“pari of a ploy for an override.” 
Many other members agreed the 
votes were already there in the legis¬ 
lature to pass such a clan 

Finance Committee Chairman 
Wendy Sutton said in order for prog¬ 
rams to be funded, "various boards 
must say the programs are worth¬ 
while and should be funded ... In 
four and a half years I’ve seen a lot 
of not extravagant programs go 
down the toilet.” She said the town 
must look for ways to increase 
revenue, rather than decrease 
spending. 

However Maurer said, "The 
budget is no longer based on a per¬ 
fect objective, but a fiscal objective. 
The dollars are not there to pay for 
it. We’re not working on service, 
we're working to make ends meet.” 


EDC presents comprehensive 
parking plan to selectmen

Not so long ago, commuters found 
that if the price of parking in one 
town lot went up or its hours of 
operation changed, they could easily 
relocate their vehicles to a different 
parking spot in Winchester, 

As a result, the commuter parking 
problem moved around town in an 
intricate maze as selectmen 
struggled to reduce commuter park¬ 
ing congestion and raise revenue, lot 
by lot. 

Now, selectmen hold in hand what 
could very well be the most com¬ 
prehensive parking plan to date, 
which deals with every lot in 
Winchester in an attempt to coordi¬ 
nate the parking patterns across 
town. 

Drafted by the Economic Develop¬ 
ment Committee (EDC), the focus of 
the program is the off-street lots and 
a new fee system that will give a 
break to Winchester residents and 
employees by providing pre-paid 
quarterly permits. Out-of-towners, 
consequently, will pick up a larger

portion of the tab when they park 
and pay $1 a day, according to the 
proposed plan. 

EDC members Allan Eyden and 
John Connery and chairman Justin 
Magee presented the plan to the 
Board of Selectmen last week. 

The proposed new regulations 
include: 

•Skillings Road lot: unrestricted 
parking after 8:45 a.m. Town Hall 
employees would receive a permit 
without charge to allow use before 
8:45 a.m. 

•Town Hall lot: same regulations 
as with the Skillings lot. 

•Shore Road: maintain the cur¬ 
rent mix of two-hour and long-term 
parking with possible future 
changes. 

•Waterfield lot; maintain the lot 
primarily for long-term merchant/ 
employee parking after 8:45 a.m. 
Allow for later commuter and occa¬ 
sional customer use at $1 per day by 
machine and pre-paid quarterly 
permits. 

•Aberjona lot; maintain lot for 
commuter use at the same rates as 
the Waterfield. However, the 8:45 
a.m. restriction would not apply. 

•Main Street (adjacent to Unita¬ 
rian Church and Lincoln School): 
two-hour parking would be re¬ 
established. 


TRY OUR NEW 
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•Mystic Valley Parkway: the road 
would be divided up — Washington 
Street to Waterfield Road proceed¬ 
ing up the parkway would have no 
parking before 8:45 a.m. with no tee; 
from Mystic Avenue to Bacon 
Street, there would be no parking 
before 9:30 a.m. with no fee and on 
Bacon Street, the northside of the 
Parkway to Ginn Road, there would 
be no parking before 9:30 a.m, with 
no fee. On the south side of Bacon 
Street, parking would be restricted 
to residents only by pre-paid permit. 

Regulations at other lots would 
remain the same. 

The committee recommended that 
at the Shore Road lot, the long-term 
spaces should be made "part of the 
fee parking program," which would 
be set at $30 a quarter, or $120 a 
year. They also noted that the area 
should be reviewed when final plans 
for the Arthur Griffin museum are 
approved, 

EDC members also urged con¬ 
tinued negotiations with the Metro¬ 
politan District Commission to 
achieve lown control or shared con¬ 
trol with the state agency at the 
Wedgemerc lot. The fee sj^stem at 
the Aberjona and Waterfield lots 
could be implemenled in this lot as 
well, according to committee 
members.

di called for a reduction of legal fees, 


from $51,400 to $15,000. Adminstra- 
tors argued, however, the impor¬ 
tance of keeping up to date on educa¬ 
tion issues, as well as keeping the 
schools state-accredited. That 
amendment failed 4-1. 

Lombardi offered a proposal to 
reduce the furnishings account from 
$12,500 to zero. Mitsakos said with 
increased enrollment, schools need 
additional classroom furniture and 
noted this expenditure had been 
delayed for several years. That 
measure was voted down 4-1. 

Lombardi also called for a flat 6 
percent reduction in funding of 
adminstrative center personnel. 
Saying he was not in the position to 
pinpoint specific positions. Lombar¬ 
di did note that economies could be 
made in this area. O’Connell said he 
could not vote for the measure since 
it was not specific. That vote was 4-1. 

Lombardi also said the teachers’ 
budget could be reduced by $1(X),5(X) 
by not hiring three new teachers at 
the elementary level. Mitsakos how¬ 
ever, cited growing enrollment in 
these grades. That amendment was 


which was voted 3-2 with O’Connell 
affirming the review of reductions in 
that budget. 

O’Connell also proposed a cut of 
$1,793 from the athletic budget, eli¬ 
minating the assistant coach of the 
high school track team. O'Connell, a 
former coach on both the high school 
and college levels, said the extra 
person was not needed to coach a 
team of only 30 runners. He also said 
the girls squad was unable to com¬ 
pete in the Middlesex League 
because their numbers dropped 
below regulations.

Commissioners also questioned 
the proposed mowing of the bank 
near Judkins Pond, and the impact 
on the wetlands.

Continental Cablevision may 
begin occupying space in the high 
school as of April I if all goes as 
planned. 

According to Svahn, his commit¬ 
tee and Continental agreed on a 
rental charge of $15.87 per square 
foot. 

The agreement reached last fall 
called for appraisals to be done by 
three different parties — one hired 
by Continental, one by the town, and 
a third selected by the two groups. 

Svahn said Director of Assess¬ 
ments Dan McGurl conducted the 
assessment for the town, while Rus¬ 
sell Braese of Woburn performed the 
task for Continental. The two groups 
opted to work out an agreement 
rather than bring in the third party. 

Svahn pointed out the ceiling on 
the rental rale had been set at $17.50 
in the license. The license included a 
clause requiring Continental to 
invest in additional equipment up to 


that figure if a rate below the ceiling 
was reached. 

"Over the life of [the five-year 
license], it's about $15,000 in addi¬ 
tional equipment that will be added 
to the studio,” Svahn said. He 
pointed out the contract also called 
for an $85,000 upgrade of equipment 
as well. 

The new equipment, including 
cameras and tape decks, will "sub¬ 


stantially improve services,” Svahn 
said. 

Svahn said his committee will 
review Continental's architect's 
drawings sometime in March to 
determine the exact footage to be 
used by the company. 

Svahn also said a course at the 
high school will tap into Continen¬ 
tal's facilities. "There’s quite a bit of 
enthusiasm at the school.” he added.

"The place is jusl barely stand¬ 
ing." added Richard Bonasera, 
whose parents’ home abutts the 
property. "The property is just get¬ 
ting worse and worse and worse.” 

Both Schleicher and Bonasera 
voiced concern the building is a fire 
hazard. "That's going to go up,” 
said Bonasera. "The fire depart¬ 
ment is never going to get up there in 
time.” 

Neighbors are also concerned Ihe 
appeal process could drag on lor 
months, even years. But Board of 
Health member Randall Swartz said 
the appeal will be made on a very 
specific point of law. If the Land 
Court’s decision is reversed, Ihe 
Board of Health could then go ahead 


with its order to demolish the 
building. 

If the Land Court’s decision 
stands, Swartz said Daly will then go 
forward with his plans for SpeeDee 
Oil Change, and take down the build¬ 
ing himself. 

The site has had a history of build¬ 
ing code violations, ranging from 
rodents and lack of heating to lead 
paint and exposed wires. 

"There are certain things we can 
do, but right now we have to wait,” 
said Board of Health Chairman Dor¬ 
othea Sopper. "We're caught 
between what we would like to do 
and what we have been advised to do 
by Town Counsel [Welch].”

As "Late Night” talk-show host David Letterman usually would say 
during times like these: "Wake the kids and phone the neighbors!”, The 
Lady Sachems of Winchester High School have won a Middlesex League 
Basketball game.

Women should check 
family’s cancer history 

A Study recently published in the 
“American Journal of Epidemiolo¬ 
gy” suggests that women under 55 
years of age should be concerned if a 
relative of theirs developed cancer 
before the age of 40. These women 
are more than twice as likeiy to 
develop breast cancer than those 
under 55 without a family history of 
cancer. 

According to Jason Mann, M.D., a 
cancer specialist at Winchester Hos¬ 
pital and the Regional Health Center 
in Wilmington, women should pay 
close attention to cancer in their 
family history, even dating back 
several generations. 

“Women tend to look at their 
mothers’ medical history, and over¬ 
look their grandmothers and great 
grandmothers,” said Dr. Mann. 
“Family medical history is very 
important for women to know, since 
it could have bearing on the likeli¬ 
hood of their developing breast 
cancer.” 

With early detection, over ninety 
percent of all breast cancers can be 
cured. Mammograms, X-rays taken 
of the breast, can detect cancer long 
before a woman can feel a tiny lump 
herself. 

Although mammograms can 
detect small cancers before they 
become palpable. Dr. Mann encour¬ 
ages his patients to perform monthly 
self breast examinations. “A mam¬ 
mogram should be done in conjunc¬ 
tion with a self breast exam for

“Radon; Risks and Remedies" is 
the topic of an information program 
to be held Feb. 21 in the Winchester 
Room at Town Hall at 7:30 p.m.

Maurer presents plan

Without any new revenue in fiscal 
year IU92, Town Manager W. Chad¬ 
wick Maurer will recommend the 
elimination of I he Kecreation and 
Parks Departments, among other 
cuts. 

Maurer presented his fiscal year 
1992 (FY92) budget to selectmen 
Tuesday night, saying the town has 
gotten to the point where “(juality of 
life" decisions must be made. 

“The town has come to expect a 
standard of municipal maintenance 
and education excellence,” Maurer 
wrote in his report. “Unfortunately, 
we may have lo adjust our 
expectations.” 

The budget totals $32.175,269 with¬ 
out new revenue, and $33,547,190 
with it. 

Maurer said the cuts recom¬ 
mended “are in areas where they 
affect directly the quality of life in 
Winchester without affecting public 
safety. Public safety, from the 
town’s point of view, should be a 
priority.” 

Selectmen have agreed a “menu” 
of override options on the March 26 
ballot is the best way for voters to 
decide whether or not to fund specif¬ 
ic services. (Sec related story.) The 
amount and wording of those ques¬ 
tions will be worked out by town 
officials over the next few days. 

Facing a $1,375 million budget 
shortfall, Maurer has made the fol¬ 
lowing recommendations for cuts lo 
the budget if no new revenue is 
realized: elimination of the Recrea¬ 
tion Department; elimination of the 
park and ground maintenance from 
the Department of Public Works; 
cut positions of health agent and

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Ackerman contract under fire

The contract of Assistant Superin¬ 
tendent of Curriculum Dr. David 
Ackerman came under fire last 
week, but was ultimately approved 
by School Committee members with 
a 3-2 vote. 

The three-year contract agree¬ 
ment, which begins July 1, 1991, 
calls for a 5.8-percent increase in 
pay in the first year, bringing Acker¬ 
man’s salary from $ 61,211 last year 
to $64,761 next year. The following 
two years of his contract call for no 
specific salary increases. However 
language in the contract ensures his 
salary will not dip below the 1991 
figure. Also Included In the contract 
is a $1,000 provision for travel. 

School Committee member Mark 
Lombardi said he didn’t think the 5.8 
percent increase was “prudent.” He 
noted that although management 
personnel, including Ackerman, 
received only a 2 percent raise last 
year, the final figure of the assistant 
superintendent’s contact was 
"significant.” 

Lombardi also questioned the 
length of the contract, saying a two- 
year term would be more reason¬ 
able. “We can't do business as we’re 


doing now,” said Lombardi. "We’re 
tying up the future School Commit¬ 
tee members from potentially 
restructuring the upper-level man¬ 
agement of the school department.” 

School Committee member 
Michael Ronayne however, said he 
supported the contract. "The town 
made a mistake if they elected me 
three times and didn’t expect I 
would value strong curriculum deve¬ 
lopment,” said Ronayne. 

With a 2-percent raise this year 
and 5.8-percent for next year, said 
Ronayne, Ackerman’s pay raises 
are less that what the teachers are 
receiving. He also said three-year 
contracts for this position are 
customary. 

Ronayne also said, of local school 
systems, only the city of Woburn 
pays less for that position. Weston, 
Wayland and Lexington all pay in 
the $70,000 to $75,000 range for per¬ 
sons in comparable positions, 
according to Ronayne. 

School Committee Edward 
O’Connell said after negotiating for 
more than a year with the teachers' 
group, a contract that called for 4.25 
percent in the first year and 5 per¬ 
cent in the second year was finally 
settled on. 

"I’m somewhat astonished that

we can so easily sign off on a con¬ 
tract that goes by the 5-percent of 
the teachers' contract in the next 
year,” he said. 

Ronayne countered however, that 
Ackerman’s contract last year 
called for a 2-percent raise. He noted 
that pay increases in labor contracts 
are often considered over a two-year 
period. 

Said O’Connell, "In light of the 
times ... I’m prepared to be more 
generous with the teachers than with 
the administration in 1991.” 

School Committee member Alice 
McCarter said she was in favor of 
the contract, calling the agreement 
"a just contract.” 

Resident Constance Papas, who is 
running for a spot on the School 
Committee, questioned why the 
committee was ready to make a 
commitment to the contract five 
months before it would go into 
effect. 

School Committee Chairman Don¬ 
na Brandt Landry said the contract 
was originally discussed in execu¬ 
tive session in December and infor¬ 
mation from that session leaked to 
the public. "It doesn’t look good that 
executive session doesn’t stay where 
it was,” said Landry. 

Resident Robert Dewald ques¬ 
tioned the value of several specific 
classes at the high school, which he 
said were not appropriate curricu¬ 
lum. He told members he felt the 
position of assistant superintendent

of curriculum should be eliminated. 

Resident Brian MeSweeney added 
that the composition of the School 
Committee will change at the March 
election. "The School Committtee 
should not be voting on a contract 
that begins outside the realm of [ the 
terms of the current composition of 
members],” 

School Superintendent Dr. Charles 
Mitsakos said he was in favor of the 
contract and that many audience 
members who may have spoken in 
favor of the agreement, had left the 
meeting due to the late hour. School 
Committee members did not begin 
the discussion until after 12:30 a.m. 
on Wednesday, some five hours after 
their session began on Tuesday 
night, Feb. 12.

Lame Deer paintings 

To see magnificient paintings 
which have to do with a special place 
and exquisite color, visit the Eliza 
Spencer Gallery in Newton through 
Feb, 23. 

Robert S. Neuman of Winchester 
has created a series of landscape 
paintings which are expressionistic 
and abstract. These canvases are 
about the big split between earth and 
sky. The place is Lame Deer, Monta¬ 
na and the southeastern region of 
Montana where the Crow Indian 
live. In this area one can see even 
today standing structures of tepees, 
clusters of x’s against the sky. 

Each canvas is divided into two 
parts. On some canvases the sky is 
dominant and on others the earth is 
dominant. There is also another kind 
of split having to do with color. 
There is radiant light, white with 
high keyed lints of color contrasting 
with full fledged intensities of 
brightest vermillions, cadmiums, 
and blues. Each color is endowed 
with its own individuality of cast. 
Neuman’s color range is infinite in 
his use of chromatic light. The 
tepees arc like star bursts which 
hook the sky and the earth together. 

Neuman is originally from Idaho 
and has spent much time in Monta¬ 
na. These paintings of the vast earth 
and the big sky are authentic Ameri¬ 
can paintings. Neuman has looked to 
his own backyard, which is really 
every American’s heritage. These 
paintings are simply beautiful and 
full of meaning. And they seem to 
have been created without effort, 
which is what all great artists do. In 
truth, these canvases are extremely 
complex equations and we have here 
an American master of color and 
form at its best.

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Schools depict 
remnants of past

Two of the most heavily 
travelled streets in town pass the 
earliest remnants of the Winches¬ 
ter school system — relics that 
are the last vestiges of our “wood 
schoolhouse era” which ended 
with the construction of the brick 
Noonan, Lincoln, Mystic and 
Washington schools of 1924. 

Impossible as it may seem, a 
one room schoolhouse — one of 
the four twin buildings erected in 
1850 by the infant town of 
Winchester — survives in a much 
altered state on Cross Street just 
below Washington Street. 

In its original state the first 
Washington School was a simple 
building with a peaked roof on a 
bracketed cornice surmounted by 
a square bell cupola above the 
facade. 

This 1850 Washington School 
with its outdoor waterpump and 
its twin front doors divided by a 
board fence running from the 
doors to Cross Street (one door 
for girls, one for boys) served the 
primary grades of the Winches¬ 
ter Highlands for almost 50 
years. By 1861, this building 
counted for much in a school 
system which boasted an annual 
budget of $3,500. 

In 1920, the building became a 
prominent part of local black his¬ 
tory when it was substantially 
altered, faced with stucco and 
consecrated as the new Hope 
Baptist Church, a purpose it held 
for over 50 years. 

The observer recalls with 
affection some of the sweetest 
vocal music of memory emanat¬ 
ing from that building on many a 
Sunday earlier in the century. 
This early school. 140 years old. 


survives as a dwelling house at 12 
Cross St. 

The other surviving wood 
schoolhouse, built in 1900 to 
replace the 1850 Mystic School 
building, was a lovely V/z story 
shingle-style affair designed by 
Allen E. Boone, a well-known 
Winchester architect. General 
Contractor was J. Carroll and 
Tom Quigley did the stonewok 
and general grading while J.A. 
Laraway executed the plumbing 
contract, and all were residents 
of the town. 

When students first entered the 
building at its site on Bacon 
Street below Symmes Corner, the 
total budget of the Winchester 
school department was 
$35,806,90. 

As the town eagerly awaited 
the completion of the new Wad- 
leigh School at Washington and 
Myrtle Street, the Mystic School 
Building Committee — Lewis 
Parkhurst, Samuel S. Symmes 
and Frank Cutting — proudly 
announced a $27.22 reversion 
from the $6,603.35 total cost of the 
schoolhouse. 

The building was accessed in 
1925 and served multiple uses — 
including a Hobby Center in the 
late 1940s. It serves happily in 
1991 as a dwelling house at 10 
Bacon St. 

Allen E. Boone and his family 
members developed and settled 
in the area of Fenwick Road, 
which was appropriately called 
Boone Street in the early part of 
this century. 

Examples of his talent, besides 
the old Mystic School building, 
are the brick apartment building 
between Dix Street and the Bay- 
Bank building, and sensitive resi¬ 
dential alterations at 125 and 176 
F'orest St. 


BEACON HILL ROLL CALL 


Beacon Hill Roll Call 
Volume 18 — Report No. 6 
Massachusetts House and Senate 
Feb. 4-8, 1991 

The House and Senate — “Beacon 
Hill Roll Call records local senators' 
votes on 7 roll calls from the week of 
Feb. 4-8. All roll calls are on amend¬ 
ments to the proposed rules package 
of three minor changes sponsored by 
the Senate leadership. There were 
no roll calls in the House. 

Approve Package (H 1:126)—Senate 
23-16, approved the leaderships 
package of three minor rule changes 
for the 1991-92 session including a 
requirement that the Senate meet to 
adopt rules within three weeks of a 
session. Another provision requires 
the President to consider both par¬ 
ties and their proportional represen¬ 
tation in the Senate when he makes 
committee appointments. Suppor¬ 
ters said these minor changes are 
good and defended most of the cur¬ 
rent Senate rules. Opponents said 
the changes are almost meaningless 
and argued major reforms arc 
necessary lo dilute the power of the 


Senate President and make the 
Senate more democratic. 

A Yea vote is for the leadership 
package. A Nay vote is against it. 

Senator Charles E. Shannon voted 
no. 


More TV (S 1326) — Senate 20—19, 
rejected another amendment allow¬ 
ing immediate TV and radio cover¬ 
age. This one would allow the Senate 
to okay coverage for one session at a 
time and require a 30 minute recess 
or equipment setup. It also prohibits 
disruption of the proceedings and 
requires coverage not cost the stale 
any money Amendment supporters 
said this new version addresses 
some of the concerns of opponents 
and will still open up the Senate. 
Opponents said the amendment still 
creates problems and noted com¬ 
plete and orderly coverage will be 
arranged soon. 

A Yea vote is for allowing immedi¬ 
ate coverage. A Nay vole is against 
immediate coverage. 

Shannon voted yes.

“Getting it over w-ith quickly and 
bringing the troops home safely” 
expresses political support for the 
w’ar, albeit hoping for as little cost to 
the United States as possible. This is 
expedience, not a principled stand. 

Certainly people have every right 
to pul up yellow ribbons on their own 
property, as many have, bul no one 
has a right to place them on com¬ 
mon. public property.

O’Connell responds to Star editorial

The Winchester Star, in its editor¬ 
ial of Feb. 14 responding to my 
allegation of biased journalism 
made two days earlier, has tried lo 
deflect attention from that serious 
charge and to focus on a red herring. 
This does not surprise me; few of us 
like to acknowledge our transgres¬ 
sions. Let me put the matter in 
perspective. 

The issue al hand is not whether 
Ed O’Connell was or was not quoted 
in your newspaper. My ego is not so 
fragile that I need to see my quotes 
in print; nor do I keep a scrapbook of 
clippings from the Star. I put my 
childhood things aside long ago. The 
issue, and the only issue, is whether 
or not the Star provides its reader- 
ship with accurate, objective and 
unbiased reporting. 

Al the School Committee meeting 
of Jan. 2 there was spirited discus¬ 
sion of the compromise agreement 
that was hammered out at the Town 
Meeting last June during the heated 
debate on the status of the Vin.son 
Owen School, Most observers will 
agree that this was the most emo¬ 
tional issue lo come before the Town 
Meeting in a decade. At our January 


meeting the former chairman of the 
Vinson Owen Coalition expressed his 
view that the agreement had 
already served a constructive pur¬ 
pose in bringing town boards 
together to share budgelary/fiscal 
information. Then two citizens who 
had helped to craft the agreement, 
but w’ho had voted against it on the 
floor of Town Meeting, spoke 
ihoughlftilly on the agreement, 
expressing disappointment that the 
town was not living up to its terms. 1 
and another member of the School 
Committee saw fit lo make rebuttal 
to some of their comments. 

In a front-page article in its Issue 
of Jan, 24 a reporter for the Star 
wrote extensively on this discussion, 
hut selectively limited her com¬ 
ments lo the views expressed by the 
private citizens, giving not a hint 
that two members of the School 
Committee expressed different 
points of view. Again, the issue Is not 
whether Ed O’Connell gets quoted in 
your paper. The issue is whether you 
are truly providing objective report¬ 
ing to your readers on matters of 
more than routine interest, I would 
have been equally vexed if 1 had not 
even been involved in the discussion 
but had been aware of such one¬ 
sided reporting involving others. 


One needs only to compare the 
write-up of the meeting of Jan. 22 
that appeared in the Woburn Daily 
Times with that which appeared in 
(he Star and one would conclude that 
the two reporters attended different 
meetings. 

Ill its editorial (he Star says, “A 
good story is one that presents both 
sides of the issue, so that the aver 
age reader can walk away with an 
understanding of what is happening 
in town, and what it means to them.” 
There precisely is the rub. The Star 
chose to present a one-sided version 
of a two-side exchange. If they feel 
they summarized the viewpoint of 
the School Committee, their under¬ 
standing of balanced reporting is 
different than mine. 

The Star asks why I waited until 
Feb 12 before staling my concern. 
Members of the press should know 
that as an elected public official 1 
state my positions in the cauldron of 
open public meetings. Feb. 12 was 
the next School Committee meeting. 

By p(x;(ic justice Feb. 12 happens 
lo be Lincoln’s birthday. I fear that 
if the reporter from the Star had 
been transposed back in time and 
had been assigned as pool reporter 
lo cover the Lincoln-Douglas 
debates, our country might never 
have known about Abraham Lincoln 
and the fate of our nation might have 
been drastically changed. 

Let's face it, in this instance (he 
Star was caught with its hand in the 
cookie jar. Now, like the lady in 
Shakespeare’s “Hamlet.” she doth 
prole.sl loo much. I am convinced 
that the vast majority of my fellow 
townspeople believe strongly in fair 
play and even treatment. The 
Winchester Star would do well to 
turn this brouhaha aside, while reaf¬ 
firming its commitment lo objective 
reporting As for me, 1 could not 
care less if J am never again quoted 
ill your pa|>er, bul I shall look for¬ 
ward to what reasonable people 
would recognize as balanced presen¬ 
tations of the news. I trust that the 
Star will do likewise. 


Winchester’s John Volpe offi¬ 
cially threw his hat into the ring 
for the GOP nomination for gov¬ 
ernor and promised a “night-and- 
day” battle for victory in Novem¬ 
ber’s race if he was nominated. 
Volpe. a Winchester contractor, 
was the former State Public 
Works Commissioner and Feder¬ 
al Highway Administrator. 

Winchester received an unex¬ 
pected blow to its pocketbook 
with the receipt of the Cherry 
Sheet, according to Chairman of 
the Finance Committee Paul C. 
Dunn. Winchester’s 1959 Metopo- 
lltan Sewer Assessment was 
$89,692. In 1960, that number 
would reach $257,614, according 
to reports.

Certainly 
not the last public service offered 
by now Selectman Powers. 

Members of several town 
clubs, including the Kiwanis, 
Lions and Rotary, expressed the 
importance of deciding the dis¬ 
position of the Beggs and Cobb 
property. A Boston architect told, 
members there was a need for an 
apartment project in town, which 
could be suitable to the site.

WHERE BUYERS AND SELLERS MEET. 
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Seniors protected under new act

Many seniors in Winchester are 
plunking down a $10 bill and getting 
back $200,000 worth of protection for 
their homes. 

Under legislation passed in 1987 
known as the Homestead Protection 
Act, individuals 65 or older and dis¬ 
abled persons may file a simple 
document that protects them 
against legal claims, such as in the 
case of a motor vehicle accident, 
made after the filing. 

A crowd of about 70 local seniors 
attended a workshop at the Jcnks 
Senior Center last week to learn 
more about the legislation and to file 
their own Homestead Act forms, 
liepresentative Paul Casey (D- 


Winchester) and the Jenks Center 
staff sponsored the workshop, and 
Register of Deeds Gene Brune and 
assistant Register Michael Ring 
answered questions on the act. 

Brune pointed out that the mea¬ 
sure does not replace an insurance 
policy against fire or other damage 
to the home or supplement or 
replace life insurance. 

Brune also outlined two amend¬ 
ments to the Homestead Act that are 
currently awaiting approval. The 
first would reduce the age require¬ 
ment to 62 to file under the Home¬ 
stead Protection Act and the second 
would allow owners of mobile homes 
to file for the same protection. 

The Act however, does not protect 
the individual against past debts or 
claims filed before the person had 


signed onto the Protection Act. If a 
lawsuit is currently pending howev¬ 
er. a qualified applicant can file for 
homo protection under the Act. 

Ring told interested seniors that 
the act was originally put on the 
l)(H)ks ill 1851 as an $R<K) exemption 
that was available to ail honicow 
ners, rogardle.ss of age. The act was 
later anicndc<i to include provisions 
for seniors and the disabled at 
increased exemptions, said Ring 
Another provision of (he Act, allows 
citizens under 65 to file for home 
protection up to 

' 'Some say your home is y»mr most 
precious possession, and it is, " said 
Brune “n s always better to Ik* 
safe, than .sorry ... Voirve got 


nolhing to lose but $10." 

The act, he said, protects against 
altachmonls and executions on the 
property. An allachmenl is a pre- 
judgment remedy that freezes one’s 
assets wiien a court case is pending 
and prevents a lioincowner from 
conveying or mortgaging his proper¬ 
ly until the case is settled. An execu¬ 
tion. is a post judgment exercise, 
whicli if a case is lost, forces the 
payment of the settlement, which 
could result in Ihe auction of one’s 
home to pay Ihe debt. 

The Homestead Protection Act 
can be filed by mail or in person at 
the Ucgistci' <if Deeds, P.O. Box 68, 
Cambridge (12141. Que.stions about 
Ihe Act can be directed to the Regis¬ 
ter of Heeds at 494-4510.

"1 can face anything with friends 
like you. F'ricndship is one of the 
most satisfying things in the world," 
Wilbur, the lovable pig in “Charlot¬ 
te's Web" asserts, and friendship is 
a major theme of this year’s 12th 
production of the Winchester Child¬ 
ren’s Cooperative Theatre, 

E.B. White’s “Charlotte's Web" is 
the sensitive and compassionate tale 
of a little girl named Fern and of a 
wonderful, gray spider named Char¬ 
lotte A, Cavatica who both work to 
save the life of the runt pig. Wilbur. 

In a barnyard setting, surrounded 
by a variety of diverse and amusing 
animal and human personalities, 
Wilbur learns the true moaning of 
love, .sacrifice, anil friendship 

For the children portraying these 
parts, acting is both an enjoyable 
and learning experience. In addition 
to mastering songs and dances, 
these fourth, fifth, and sixth grade 
children must understand the per¬ 
sonalities of the characters they are 
playing in order to bring them to life 
on stage. 

Cathy Alexander, the director of 
the Coop Theatre asked each of the 
children to write a description of 
their particular character in order 
to clarify their perceptions of the 
parts whicli they play. 

This is liow Lauren Corkery feels 
about Fern, the child who pleads for 
the life of a baby pig: 

“I feel as though iny character is 
very caring, loving, and gentle. She 
cares enough to .save a baby pig's 
life. I'm happy 1 am playing this 
character because, in some ways, I 
am the same as her. I would have 
tried to slop my father from killing 
an innocent little pig too, even if he 
was a runt. I care a lot about ani¬ 
mals and I would never want any¬ 
thing to die ’’ 

Cora Stryker perceives her char¬ 
acter, (ioose. as “Talkative, a domi¬ 
neering wife, funny, gossipy, stuck- 
up. proud and motherly." Cora also

notes that the Goose thinks she is 
smarter than she Is in reality. 

Meg Sobkowitz, who plays the part 
of Charlotte, describes her as, “A 
motherly spider who befriends Wil¬ 
bur. She is kind, gentle, sweet, 
understanding and acts ‘matler-of- 
factly.’ She has a good head on her 
shoulders." 

A totally different type of charac¬ 
ter. Templeton the rat, is played by 
Paul Kuttner who observes that, 
“Templeton doesn’t care about the 
other animals. Ho never does any¬ 
thing unless he gels .something out of 
it. He is snooty and stuck up. He is 
selfish, conceited, and loves food. Me 
is a collector, loves to store tilings, 
and Is very obnoxious” 

One of the most adorable animals 
in the play is Jeffrey. Karen Mar- 
mon says about her character, Jef¬ 
frey, “He's a gosling who’s innocent, 
the looking-up-to-other-people sort 
of cliaracter who doesn’t really 
understand how life works, likes 
Wilbur a lot and follows him. He 
would never hurt anyone but can be 
a pain." 

Of course, there are few other 
humans in the play like the boy 
Avery whom Matthew Proche Wil¬ 
son depicts as, “An obnoxious loud¬ 
mouth. He is not very fond of F'ern. 
Actually he is not fond of anyone. 
Whatever Fern has, he has to have, 
and he has absolutely no respect for 
anyone. He couldn't care less for 
Wilbur or any of the other animals." 

And then of cnur.se, there is Wilbur 
himself. Just what kind of a pig 
could inspire all this affection, John 
Michael DcSlefano represents liim 
as. “Innocent, curious, humble, hon¬ 
est. easily suipri.sed. prone to faint, 
determined, sort of dumb, and some¬ 
one who always needs a companion 
and cares about his friends.”

"One [ mausoleum 1 changes Ihe 
whole equation II sets a precedent. 
When you start with one, it is very 
difficult to control,” he said. 

According to Chane. the plan cur¬ 
rently before the Board of Selectmen 
calls for four to six mausoleums, all 
within the secluded quarry area of 
Ihe cemetery. 

By definition, a mausoleum is a 
large building or tomb, which can 
house several caskets. Ahearn said 
the presence of these structures 
would present a “serious change” to 
the sprawling 75-acre cemetery, 
which is well-known for its landscap¬ 
ing and natural beauty. And if mau¬ 
soleums are allowed, said Ahearn. 
the regulations that limit the size of 
headstones would be difficult to 
enforce. 

Ahearn also noted that, having 
recently lost a daughter, he under¬ 
stands a family’s need to pay hom¬ 
age to their loved one. ”No one who 
has lo.sl a young woman, oi' a young 
man can tioubt the need to do some¬ 
thing beautiful [for the daughter or 
sonl,” he said.

affect the nature of the cemetery for 
other families who visit loved ones. 

However, Chane said if the select¬ 
men uphold the plan, regulations 
could be put in place to strictly limit 
the structures. If selectmen reject 
Ihe plan, regulations should likewise 
reflect that vote and bar future mau¬ 
soleum proposals, Chane said. 

Chane said many issues currently 
facing Wildwood Cemetery could be 
solved with “a more aggressive 
cemetery advisory committee.” 

Chane said his committee is work¬ 
ing toward becoming a strong voice 
for the cemetery and making recom¬ 
mendations that will benefit Wild¬ 
wood. He said that while a separate 
cemetery commission would devote 
more time to the cemetery, the joint 
effort of an advisory committee and 
Board of Seloclnien could accom¬ 
plish many of the same objectives. 

Chane said budget cuts have 
I’cduccd the cemetery crew to a bare 
minimum and rX'partment of Public 
Works crews, which are also lim¬ 
ited, can only help out for select 
holidays.

or multiple family homes, single 
room occupancy buildings or lodg¬ 
ing houses, apartment or condomi¬ 
nium buildings, one or more con¬ 
dominiums or cooperatives in larger 
buildings, or lownhouses, provided 
the properly meets the building spe¬ 
cifications and all other selection 
criteria. 

If condominiums or cooperatives 
are offered, preference will be given 
to those proposals in which the state 
would hold a controlling interest in 
the condominium association or 
cooperative, O'Malley said. 

“This is a pleasant surprise,” said 
O’Malley in a phone interview Mon¬ 
day. In the past. O’Malley said, 
DMH has not had funds for capital 
improvements, and has looked to the 
Economic Office of Communities 
and Development (EOCD) to put 
buildings into place. “This is a real 
switch,” he added. 

O’Malley said he thinks the stale 


agencies are attempting to take 
advantage of the housing market. 
“It looks like the commonwealth is 
going to spend some money to place 
these people In community resi¬ 
dences,” he said. 

And, according to O’Malley, there 
is a need in Winchester. In 1989, 
O’Malley said the WHA sponsored a 
program with DMH on mentally 
handicapped housing. At that lime, 
O’Malley said there were seven or 
eight residents who were using DMH 
services. 

Although there is no requirement 
set by the stale for the number of 
mentally handicapped housing units 
Winchester must have, O’Malley 
said grant applications often require 
a city or town have a number of such 
units. For example, when Winches¬ 
ter applied for a grant for elderly 
congregate housing in October. 1988. 
the town needed 12 units of afford¬ 
able family housing and at least one 
unit of mentally handicapped 
housing. 


Because Winchester had only 
seven affordable units and no units 
for the mentally handicapped, the 
town also applied for funding for 
those two in addition to elderly hous¬ 
ing. Winchester did receive grants 
at that time, as well as funds to hire 
a consultant to seek out appropriate 
sites. 

However, while the WHA was busy 
narrowing down the list of potential 
sites, the slate decided to withdraw 
such grants, and Winchester’s pro¬ 
cess drew to a hall. 

But the difference with the 
CHOICE program is that the stale 
will work directly with residents 
interested in selling their homes, 
apartments, or condominiums, And 
whether or not neighbors approve 
may be a moot point, O’Malley said, 
“It's illegal to discriminate against 
mentally handicapped persons, IThe 
state I is going right to the source, 
dealing directly with individual sell¬ 
ers," he added. 

“This came out of the blue. We 
never thought we’d be getting 


money from the stale,” O’Malley 
said. 

But O’Malley said what he is con¬ 
cerned with is the viability of the 
program. “We want to be sure 
appropriate individuals are placed 
in a community house, with adequ¬ 
ate supervision and staffing,” he 
said. O’Malley said according to 
DMH, a ca.seworkerwill be on site at 
all limes, with a van to transport 
clients to and from work. 

“I think we all have an obligation 
to make mentally handicapped hous¬ 
ing (availablel,” said O’Malley. 

O’Malley said the only downside to 
the CHOICE program is that resi¬ 
dents must agree not to sell their 
home for a period of three months. 
“That could put a damper (on the 
program I for some people,” he said,

CRRT then proceeded to tear 
down the old USA skating rink, and 
begin building its development, 
However. Welch said CRRT then 
ran into financial difficulties, and 
ran behind in its payments to Com- 
Fed. ComFcd began foreclosure pro¬ 
ceedings on the property, and CRRT 
filed suit on the basis of lender 
liability, Welch said, 

While the shell of the community 
building was completed, the con¬ 
dominiums are at present little more 
than a foundation and partial 


cement walls, and the pile of debris 
from the skating rink demolition 
remains. 

Welch filed suit against CRRT to 
order removal of the debris, and the 
three parties began negotiating. 
However, ComFcd was then taken 
over by Resolution Trust, and the 
matter is now in federal court. 

“What everyone hopes will happen 
is (the land] will be transferred 
from [CRRTi to some third party,” 
Welch said. However, building per¬ 
mits on the land have expired, and 
any further construction on the land 


would require parlies to reapply. 

“They arc attempting to work out 
an agreement to get the rubble 
removed, and get the project mov¬ 
ing,” Welch told Board of Health 
members last week. 

At pre.sent, said Welch, “(The rub¬ 
ble! is a nuisance, but it’s not a 
health hazard.” 

However, Board of Health mem¬ 
ber Dr. Randall Swartz said he is 
concerned about children finding 
their way onto tlie site and being 
injured while playing on the rubble. 


“I think we should do something 
about it,” Swartz said. 

Welch said the town is not liable 
for any injuries incurred on the site, 
since it is private property. 

“There is no attractive nuisance 
doctrine in Massachusetts,” Welch 
(old the Star. 

“I'm not convinced yet it still can’t 
be worked out.” Welch said. Welch 
also noted the town has “substantial 
leverage,” because the building per¬ 
mits have lapsed. “The land is 
worthless without the permits,” he 
said.

of reserve funds have contributed to 
the shortfall, Maurer said. 

But the proposed budget also 
includes an expenditure of $700,000 
in free cash, which will sap that 
account, leaving just $63,000. 

In prior years, said Maurer, 
budgets were prepared on the actual 
needs of the community. “This 
year’s budget is based upon main¬ 
taining programs within fiscal lim¬ 
itations,” he said in his report. 

Maurer noted that reductions in 
prior years have been realized 
through attrition and a hiring freeze. 
However, Maurer said FY92 is diffe¬ 
rent because there are not as many 
retirements pending. 

But Maurer said the proposed 
reductions should not be viewed as 
“scare tactics.” 

“Unfortunately, we have the repu¬ 
tation of delivering on the promises 
of reductions,” Maurer said. For 
example, he added, “When we said 
we would eliminate five workers 
from the Department of Public 
Works, those positions were elimi¬ 
nated.” Over the course of the last 
two years, a total of 36 positions 
have been eliminated on the munici¬ 
pal side of the budget, Maurer said, 

“We are often accused that we 
don’t do long-range planning,” 
Maurer said. “Long-range planning 
is only good if the people you do 
long-range planning for follow 
through.” Maurer said Town Meet¬ 
ing’s vote to use free cash to fund 
collective bargaining agreements 
last fall cut into the effectiveness of 
a long-range plan. 

“When we go to Town Meeting, 
people forget there was some logic 
to why the long-range plan was sub¬ 
mitted,” he added. 
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Discussion by selectmen focused 
on the format of a ballot question 
seeking to override Proposition 2 V 2 . 
(See related story.) Selectmen will 
vote on that following a public hear¬ 
ing at their Monday, Feb. 25 
meeting. 

Maurer’s budget was based on the 
following assumptions:

tor agent and nurse from the Board 
of Health; and reducing the School 
Department by 25 full-time posi¬ 
tions, among other reductions, 

And it is those proposed reductions 
that will likely appear in “menu” 
form on the March 26 ballot. In 
addition, selectmen will likely prop¬ 
ose an override for the School 
Department, but that is to be worked 
out over the course of the next few 
days. 

To cut back on the amount of 
money the town will ask voters to 
consider, selectmen agreed to 
reduce the capital budget request by 
as much as $400,(MM). Selectmen hope 
this will be offset by a surplus in the 
town’s energy account, 

In the fiscal year 1992 (FY92) 
budget, all energy accounts will be 
handled by the Department of Publ¬ 
ic Works. Given ever-changing costs 
of oil and gasoline, town officials 
anticipate excess funds in that 
account. 

“In prior years, we framed I over¬ 
ride] questions by figuring out how 
much money we needed and backed 
into it.” said Selectman Thomas 
Schmitt. “There was no relationship 
between Ihe question framed and 
put before the voters and what the 
money was intended for. It is helpful 
for the voters tf I we relate the ques¬ 


tions] specifically programalically 
to the budget.” 

Selectman Judith Muggia agreed 
the questions should be “more 
specific,” 

But selectmen say they are sur¬ 
prised at the lack of communication 
they have had from the public on the 
override issue, and encourage resi¬ 
dents to provide such input. 

“I have yet to have any phone 
calls on either side,” said Selectman 
Robert Deering. “We do welcome 
public input.” 

Selectman William O’Leary noted 
the town is restricted by law from 
using town facilities or equipment to 
advocate either side of the ballot 
questions. 

“With talk about raising taxes, I 
think the best [decision] that’s been 
made is we’re giong to allow (he 
voters in Winchester to make that 
decision themselves ... The econom¬ 
ic climate makes it a difficult time to 
ask people to raise their taxes, but 
that’s up to the public,” said 
O’Leary. 

Maurer said the recommended 
cuts come to “quality of life” areas. 
“These are extras... [The recom¬ 
mended cuts] should in no way be 
determined by anyone as a lack of 
respect for the work that is done I in 
those departments I,” he said. 

The exact wording and amount of 
the questionts) that will appear on 
the ballot will he determined over 
the next few days.

Where can these troubled teens 
turn’? Who can offer them a safe, 
supportive environment? You can, 
as a host parent through the Council 
of Social Concern’s Neighbor Net¬ 
work program. Comimmily host 
parents provide temporary shelter 
from one to 45 days for teens ages 11 
to 18 who are at risk of abuse or 
neglect, are runaways or “throwa¬ 
ways.” or need a respite from an 
acute family crisis.

All 13 wrestlers scored for 
Winchester at the Division II Central 
Sectional Championships in Frank¬ 
lin last Friday and Saturday. Nine 
men made it to the top six spots in an 
lU-team field. Six men finished in the 
top four and advance to the State 
Championships in Wayland 
tomorrow. 

Jeff Foster, Will Thilly and Chris 
Ebanks won their weight classes. 
Thilly was named Outstanding 
Wrestler by vote of the coaches. 
With four returning slate conten¬ 
ders, three men with reasonable 
potential and six men with a total of 
fewer than six wins in their com¬ 
bined records, coaches Larry 
Tremblay and Mike Kelley fash¬ 
ioned a truly competitive team in 
what most consider the toughest 
section of Division II wrestling.

These three teams 
plus Tewksbury from the North and 
perhaps Carver from the South will 
fight it out for the Division II state 
championship. 

Chuck Held (103) opened with 
three falls over Nashoba Regional, 
Belmont and Keefe Tech.

(1-14). Held's record is now 31-5-1. 

Karl Munroe (112) provided the 
best performance against the prior 
form sheet of any Sachem wrestler 
in recent memory.

Campbell’s junior record 
of 12-15 should improve markedly 
next year. 

Jeff Edmands (189) is another lad 
who can be counted on for good stuff 
next year. The sophomore lost by 
fall to the sectional champion from 
Belmont but came back to score 
three points tor the Sachems with a 
nin over Framingham South. 

Bill Branley opened Heavyweight 
with falls over Holliston and Way- 
land but was pinned by the tourna¬ 
ment champion Franklin in the 
semifinals. 

The Division II state tournament 
starts tomorrow Feb. 22 in Wayland 
and continues Saturday (Feb. 23) 
afternoon and evening. The six Sac¬ 
hems will take on clubs with as 
many as 11 men qualifying for the 
tournament. 

Winchester beat the field at the 
Lowell tourney with these six guys 
scoring nearly all the points but 
Lowell combined Division I and 
Division II contenders plus good 
teams from several other states. In 
the smaller field at Wayland High 
School tomorrow, all of our men will 
have to reach the finals for the team 
to take the state title but that is in 
fact not an improbable outcome.

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Selectmen will place override on ballot 

Board of Selectmen outlines ‘menu’of options facing voters in March election 


School board selects 
4ump sum’ override

Voters will face a series of five 
questions on the March 26 ballot that 
seek funding for various budgets. 

Selectmen voted 3-2 Monday night 
to place four general Proposition V-k 
override question on the March 26 
ballot, as well as an education over¬ 
ride question. 

An override allows the town to 
increase local property taxes more 
than the 2.5 percent that Proposition 
2V^, a state law, permits. 

In a secondary vote, the board 
voted 4-1 to leave the decision of the 
school’s format — either general 
override or menu options for the 
$644,000 request — up to the School 
Committee. 

Faced with a projected budget 
shortfall of $1,375 million for fiscal 
year 1992 (FY92), selectmen agreed 
placing a menu of options before 
voters is the best way to give citizens 
the opportunity to take a stand on a 


variety of budgets. 

Although some selectmen encour¬ 
aged school board members to out¬ 
line a menu of ballot questions, 
School Committee members agreed 
to let their 3-1 vote in favor of a 
general override, made in an 
emergency meeting Sunday night, 
stand. (See related story.) 

The four municipal items, totall¬ 
ing $280,000, include; Health Depart¬ 
ment (inspections and contractual 
obligations), $41,000; Library 
(books), $27,000; Council on Aging 
(rent), $12,000; Department of Publ¬ 
ic Works (DPW Grounds, complete 
restoration of program), $200,000. 

The education override request 
totals $644,000. 

Voting in favor of placing the over¬ 
ride questions on the ballot were 
Selectmen Robert Deering, Judith 
Muggia and Thomas Schmitt. In 
opposition were Selectmen William 
O’Leary and Chairman Steve Pow¬ 
ers. Only O’Leary dissented in the 
secondary vote. 


Selectmen asked Town Manager 
W. Chadwick Maurer to devise 
options that kept any override 
request below $1 million, 

Maurer said a total of $411.900 was 
reduced from the capital improve¬ 
ments recommendation, leaving a 
balance in that account of $458,600. 

Returning the $411,900 to the mun¬ 
icipal and education budgets, based 
on the 42-percent, 58-percent respec¬ 
tive split, would result in a savings 
in unemployment compensation 
payments (totalling $90,000 and 
$140,000, respectively), Maurer said. 

Once those credits are applied to 
the deficit, the remaining shortfall 
'vould be $317,000 on the municipal 
side and $644,000 on the school side. 

If a surplus is realized in the 
energy account, those funds could be 
allocated to the capital account, 
bringing that budget closer to its 
original level, Maurer said. 
Selectmen comment 
O'Leary said he opposed placing 
any override question on the ballot. 


saying the town, slate and country 
are facing “sobering limes.” 

“I don't think this is the year to 
ask people in town for more money.” 
O’Leary said. 

Deering said budget cuts could 
result in the loss of 25 to 40 jobs. “I 
don't think it’s up to us five people to 
decide that. I think that decision 
should be left up to the voters,’’ 
Deering said. “It’s our responsibili¬ 
ty to put that question out there,” 

Muggia called for her board to 
unite in advocating an override. 
“Statewide, the only overrides that 
[seem to] have a chance of passing 
are those that are advocated. Is this 
board going to advocate passage of 
those questions or not?” she said. 

Although Muggia originally sup¬ 
ported Option 3, which placed the 
entire recreation budget on the bal¬ 
lot as an override question, she even¬ 
tually lent her support to Option 1. 

Selectman Thomas Schmitt said

A majority of School Committee 
members believe a “menu” style 
override would be too divisive for 
the education population. 

Instead, members support placing 
a “lump sum” override of $644,000 
on the ballot. 

School Committee members has 
asked School Superintendent Dr. 
Charles Mitsakos to inform Town 
Manager W. Chadwick Maurer the 
committee would stand by its origi¬ 
nal vote to place a general override 
of Proposition on the ballot. 

The decision came after Mitsakos 
presented members with a conting¬ 


ency plan for cutting budgets if addi¬ 
tional revenue for the schools is not 
found, such as through an override. 

Among the items listed is the clos¬ 
ing of an elementary school. Howev¬ 
er, Mitsakos emphasized the items 
were not recommendations, but 
options that could be considered. 

The list included, (in order of 
priority with each item’s estimated 
savings); reduce number of buses 
for regular education students 
($50,0(X)); reduce funds for extracur¬ 
ricular, intramural and athletics 
programs at all levels ($60,000); 
reduce non-instructional personnel, 
such as custodians, administrative

Ad hoc board 
scouts revenue 

Options are available

The town might be able to raise 
additional funds by establishing tax 
exempt trust funds for the high 
school or going to quarterly tax bills. 

Those are just two of a number of 
suggestions the Ad Hoc Revenue 
Committee could suggest to select¬ 
men as options for raising additional 
revenue, according to committee 
members Frank Lambiase and Ger¬ 
ry Polcari. 

Lambiase and Polcari presented a 
series of suggestions to selectmen 
Monday night preceding the board’s 
discussion on override questions. 
(See related story.) 

Lambiase discussed the possibili¬ 
ty of establishing a number of tax 
exempt trust funds for the schools. 
Lambiase suggested if a resident 
wanted to donate money to a lan¬ 
guage fund or athletic fund, for 
example, that donation would be tax 
deductible. 

In addition, said Lambiase, the 
town could form an alumni fund to 
raise money for the schools. “The 
alumni fund could be the vehicle 
graduates use to say thank you to the 
town of Winchester as most of them 
here moved on,” Lambiase said. 

In addition, Lambiase said the 
town should look at school rental 
income, as well as possible busing 
fees. Lambiase noted the town of 
Reading saved close to $300,(XK) by 


assessing a transportation fee to 
students. 

Lambiase also said his committee 
has discussed the Pilot (Payment In 
Lieu Of Taxes) program as another 
means of gaining additional revenue 
for the town. The program provides 
groups who enjoy a tax exempt sta¬ 
tus, such as churches and hospitals, 
the opportunity to volunteer finan¬ 
cial assistance to help local govern¬ 
ments fund their budgets, Lambiase 
said. 

These groups use services such as 
police and fire protection, public 
works, and other town services with¬ 
out charge, he added. As examples, 
Lambiase cited Belmont, which 
gained $607,000 as a result of the 
program, and Lexington, which took 
in $66,000. 

Lambiase also said the town could 
collect real estate sales and/or 
transfer fees, with proceeds placed 
in a stabilization fund to prop up the 
town’s budget. 

Based on a 1-percent sales and/or 
transfer fee, Lambiase said 
Winchester could gain as much as 
$750,000 a year (based on an average 
home price of $250,000, and an aver¬ 
age number of annual sales of 300). 

Polcari discussed the possibility of 
sending out quarterly tax bills. “It 
brings tax revenue in at a faster 
rate, allowing for investment [of 
cash], ... [and provides] even distri-

Just a few years ago, Michael 
Vozzella was the boy next door. 

In 1987 as co-captain, he helped 
lead the Winchester High School 
football team to its first-ever Super 
Bowl. Now, he's 22 years old and a 
Marine in the United Slate Military. 

Across the world in Saudi Arabia. 
Lance Cpl. Michael Vozzella is a 
man who’s fighting for his country. 
And back home in Winchester, his 
mother Angela waits and worries. 

“First thing in the morning, I put 
on the news. Even before I get out of 
bed,” she says. 


“He always wanted to go in the 
service,” says Angela, “He would 
always watch army movies when he 
was in high school.” She says 
Michael earned scholarships to 
attend college, but his desire to join 
the military outweighed any other 
plans. In 1987, he joined the Marines 
and was stationed in Camp LeJeune, 
North Carolina when he was called 
to the Gulf last November. 

Angela says Michael had already 
received orders to serve in Japan, 
however at the last minute, (hose 
orders changed. 

He was on his way home to visit 
and lie up some paperwork in 
Winchester when just a few hours 


before he was set to leave the base, 
he got the word that he was called to 
service in Saudi Arabia. Instead of 
30 days before his tour of duty 
began, he had just three. 

“There wasn't much lime to spend 
together.” said Angela of the abbre¬ 
viated Thanksgiving visit. That 
weekend, the family left from 
Winchester, and drove to New York 
to meet one of Michael’s Marine 
buddies. From there, the two sol¬ 
diers hit the road back to North 
Carolina, and were deployed over¬ 
seas soon after. 

Because she knows he’s on the 
front lines. .Angela is prone to worry 
about her son. Before he left, she 


urged him to call her whenever he 
could gel the chance. For Michael, 
the chance came when he was on a 
trek KK) miles away from the base. 
Me grabbed the first available phone 
and put a call in to his mom. 

That call was two weeks ago, and 
Angela says it really picked up her 
spirits to hear his voice. She was at 
work when the operator announced a 
collect call, from Saudi Arabia. “It 
was really nice to hear from him. He 
said. Don't worry about me, I’ll be 
fine,’ ” remembers Angela. 

She says she often lakes photo¬

Change unlikely 
in cemetery rules

March 4 meeting, 

Selectman Chairman Steve Row¬ 
ers said Ciroli’s request was made 13 
months ago and should be acted on. 

Proponents of mausoleums told 
soleclmen the structures are one 
way for people to deal with dealh. If 
constructed according to strict reg¬ 
ulations. mausoleums could be a 
beautiful addition to the cemetery, 
proponents said. 

But since selectmen began seri¬ 
ously considering a change al Wild¬ 
wood, a number of residents have 
voiced strong opposition to mauso¬ 
leums. Residents asked selectmen 
at a public meeting Monday night to 
maintain what (hey referred to as 
the serenity and beauty of the 
cemetery. To add to their case, 
opponents presented selectmen with 
735 signatures of residents who are 
against building mausoleums. 

And a majority of selectmen seem 
to agree with residents.

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ZBA wants more detail in plan 

Cross Street warehouse developers denied site plan

Developers wishing to construct a 
warehouse on Cross Street will have 
to create a more detailed plan before 
gaining approval from the Zoning 
Board of Appeals. 

The Zoning Board of Appeals 
(ZBA) denied without prejudice 
Feb. 19 approval of a site plan pre¬ 
sented by Bassel Isreb, an engineer 
for Space Buildings of Taunton, on 
behalf of D and N Realty Trust, the 
developers of the project. 

“The board appreciates your good 
intentions,” said Chairman Virginia 
Hoefling, "but we can’t approve a 
developer’s vague plans. We don’t 
have information which meets the 
concerns of other boards.” 

Isreb’s drawing and plans did not 
include improvements to landscap¬ 
ing and a sidewalk which Town 
Engineer John Ciarcia had 
requested. In a letter to developers, 
Ciarcia expressed dissatisfaction 
with the project’s original landscap¬ 
ing plans. Ciarcia said he felt not 


enough trees were included on the 
front of the property. Plans should 
include the addition of several con¬ 
iferous tree, he said. 

Isreb said he did not have new 
landscape and sidewalk designs 
because of the short amount of time 
between receiving Ciarcla’s letter 
and the ZBA meeting. His plans 
showed only sparse landscaping and 
no sidewalk at the front of the 
property. 

In addition, a berm was planned to 
abut the street in order to facilitate 
drainage. Ciarcia’s letter insisted 
upon deletion of the berm and the 
construction of a sidewalk to allow 
pedestrian traffic during and after 
construction. 

Board members stressed this 
point, saying many children will use 
the walkway on their way to and 
from school. 

Isreb said the developers "are 
planning to make the town look good 
and make it happy ... We want 
approval with conditions so that we 
can bring in new plans and new 


designs. We’ll do it any way you 
want.” 

"There must be specifics in a site 
plan review,” Board member Ann 
M. Matarese said. “It's clear you're 
not ready. We’re not trying to 
obstruct the development, but we 
have a responsibility here.” 

"It sounds like the other town 
officials haven’t yet decided what 
they want,” said Board alternate 
Edward J. Smith, in reference to the 
fact that the Department of Public 
Works has not yet decided upon 
specifics relating to sewer 
construction. 

George Nowell of D and N said 
there is presently no sidewalk along 
the road at the site, and that their 
construction of a new sidewalk will 
make it safer than it is now. 

Isreb assured the board that at the 
next meeting he will have specific 
sidewalk, landscaping, and revised 
drainage plans.

Radon causes concern for health officials

Radon is a colorless, odorless gas, 
which can seep undetected into your 
home. Without the proper remedial 
action, radon can cause serious 
health problems. 

Local health officials are hoping 
information like this will prick up 
residents’ ears. 

A group of about 50 Winchester 
citizens got the low-down on radon at 

workshop held last week at Town 
Hall. A panel discussion with 


Winchester resident Dr. Roger Bau¬ 
man, State Rep. David Cohen of 
Newton and Robert Hallisey, direc¬ 
tor of the radiation control program 
at the Massachusett Department of 
Public Health (MDPH), offered 
answers to many often-asked 
questions. 

According to Hallisey, uranium 
and radium are substances that are 
naturally present in the soil. Radon 
'is a radioactive gas that comes from 
the natural breakdown of these sub¬ 
stances. In outdoor air, radon poses 
no threat. But when radon is

enclosed in a home, it can present 
serious health risks, said Hallisey. 

According to Hallisey, the radon 
gas breaks into alpha particles, 
which stick to the lungs and can 
eventually cause lung cancer. He 
added that these alpha particles will 
also stick to smoke in the air, thus 
increasing the risk of exposure to 
radon for cigarette smokers. 

It is estimated, said Hallisey, that 
5,(XK) to 25,000 lung cancer deaths a 
year can be attributed to radon 


exposure. Scientists generally 
believe that the greater exposure to 
radon, the greater a person’s risk of 
developing lung cancer. 

In 1988, the MDPH conducted a 
survey in the stale to determine the 
levels of radon present in different 
regions. The survey estimated the 
percentage of homes that had 
screening levels of radon at levels 
greater than or equal to 4 pCI/L,

Voters’ choice 

Because mausoleums at Wildwood Cemetery are a matter of 
taste in a highly sensitive context, any selectmen’s decision on 
them will simply perpetuate controversy. 

The voters should decide this issue. 

While the Cemetery Advisory Committee presented a plan for 
mausoleums in a secluded section of the cemetery — the quarry 
area — mausoleum opponents have been gathering signatures to 
dissuade selectmen from allowing the structures, which accom¬ 
modate severai caskets in a single crypt. Selectmen hold sway 
over town burial grounds. 

According to the opponents, mausoleums will disrupt the 
rolling, open quality of Wildwood. They argue any mausoleum 
will set a precedent for more of the structures. Also, they warn 
the town will have trouble enforcing size regulations on individu¬ 
al headstones in other parts of the cemetery if it allows 
mausoleums. 

Mausoleum proponents, on the other hand, say people need to 
deal with death in a variety of ways — some with memories, 
others by establishing scholarships, and yet others by building 
mausoleums. With strict regulations, the town will be able to 
prevent obscene structures from appearing in Wildwood. Mauso¬ 
leums can be a beautiful tribute to the dead, say proponents. 

Neither side is right; neither side is wrong. It is a largely 
subjective question. 

For that reason, any vote by selectmen guarantees the issue 
will return some months or years hence. 

Only a voter referendum will settle it once and for all.

Smith Pond 
Association forms 

TO THE EDITOR: 

Smith Pond is in trouble! 

Threats by a developer to build 
houses in this lovely wetland area, 
adjacent to our precious town- 
conservation owned land, can, in the 
opinion of some environmentalists, 
destroy the whole bottom of the pond 
and its borders. 

The Winchester public schools will 
lose a most valuable resource, for 
this is where Winchester Trails, a 
volunteer group of "professional vol¬ 
unteers" working in conjunction 
with the Winchester public school 
curriculum department takes 
elementary school children and fam¬ 
ily groups to study pond insects, wild 
life, plant habitats, and this year a 
special pond insect study, under the 
direction of the science department. 
Over 200 children are guided 
through here by Trails guides each 
year. 

Smith Pond was obtained in the 
early 1070s as the town’s first con¬ 
servation area. The League of 
Women Voters then had a priority on 
their agenda of the acquisition of 
open space, and so the LWV’s won¬ 
derful expertise and grand efforts to 
educate the town on the special qual¬ 
ity of this area for environmental 
education for its school children and 
the general public, was a tremend¬ 
ous help in informing Town Meeting 
of Smith Pond's great importance 
and gelling out the votes to make it 
all happen. 

The developer for the last three 
years has caught the Smith I^ond 
residents napping. Quietly, because 
aquisition of pond sites was under 
liligalioii by the Conservation Com¬ 


mission and so for Smith Pond area, 
executive sessions were in this case 
very frequent. Thus, the present 
plan of the moving of pond soil from 
one side of the pond to the other side 
were held without the residents of 
the whole pond perimeter really 
knowing what was up. 

When wetland soils are disturbed 
the foreign weed, purple loosestrife 
takes over. We have watched this 
happen at the Locke Farm Conser¬ 
vation Area. There, no longer can we 
find the beautiful New England 
asters, goldenrods and cattails 
(where the redwinged blackbirds 
nest); the whole of Smith Pond will 
be choked by the interlocking mats 
of roots and our pond will be a solid 
mat of loosestrife with a small 
stream trickling through.

Drinking problem still exists Radon causes concern

Principal John Ritchie cancelled, an upcoming 
dance. 

Austin said she does not believe the problem is 
unique to Winchester, or that local teenagers are 
“evil or awful. I think they’re following the role 
model we set for them.” Austin said students are 
aware their parents and teachers drink socially. 

And in the case of high school students at a school 
event, Austin said she believes many of the students 
had been “drinking socially,” but were not drunk. 

Austin said the difficulty comes with accusing 
students of drinking when there is no hard evidence. 

“It’s far easier when kids are getting sick in the 
bathrooms [to accuse them of drinking]” Austin 
said. 

Since Police Chief Joseph N. Perritano imple¬ 
mented the department’s “zero tolerance” policy in 
November 1989, more than 60 minors have bwn 
summonsed or arrested for alcohol-related 
offenses, McGee said. “We believe zero tolerance is 
working,” said McGee. 

But students seem to be getting craftier in their 
partying methods, and are thinking more about the 
consequences for being caught for drinking. 

McGee noted there have been no alcohol-related 
accidents in town since the police department’s zero 
tolerance policy went into effect. 

McGee also discussed “shuttling,” in which stu¬ 
dents park their cars downtown while a friend 
“shuttles” people back and forth to the party. This 
way, there could be three cars in front of a house 
that has a large number of students inside. 

’ ’Kids are going to great lengths to avoid Winches¬ 
ter police. It means they’re thinking. The message 
is out there. We’re not going to tolerate it — we as a 
police department and we as a town,” McGee said. 

Austin said she believes students are also more 
cautious about drinking and driving, and seem to be 
selecting designated drivers more often. But while 


this more mature approach can be seen as positive 
by some, said Austin, “It doesn’t excuse drinking or 
make it acceptable [for minors].” 

Both agreed education and open communication 
are the key to addressing Winchester’s drinking 
problem. 

“One of the most important things is that we talk 
about it, and talk about it openly with the kids,” 
Austin said. 

Another concern voiced by parents and School 
Committee members is where students are getting 
alcohol. 

McGee said he does not believe a large percen¬ 
tage of parents are supplying their children with 
alcohol, but that a number of out-of-town liquor 
stores will send to anyone “who can make it up to 
the counter.” McGee commended Winchester Wine 
and Spirits owner Nicholas Buonopane for his strict 
“carding” policy. 

McGee said if minors are found to be drunk with 
alcohol in their possession, they will be arrested. If 
they are not drunk (and do not pose a threat to 
themselves or society) but have alcohol, they are 
usually summonsed to court. 

If a minor is found to be drunk but does not have 
alcohol in his or her possession, and is not operating 
a motor vehicle, police take the individual into 
protective custody and notify parents. Without 
evidence, McGee said police cannot press charges 
against an individual. 

Parents present also said they would like to be 
contacted when school officials suspect their child 
has been drinking. 

“You may not be able to prove [a student has 
been drinking], but I, as a parent, would appreciate 
[being called] to deal with it,” said resident Ralph 
Johnson. 

Austin said, in the past, some parents have not 
reacted as positively as Johnson indicated he would 
upon receiving such a phone call.

which is the lowest level at which the 

homeowner should take action. 

According to this survey, homes in 
Worcester, Middlesex, and Essex 
counties had more than a 25 percent 
chance of having radon at these 
higher levels. In Middlesex County, 
one out of four homes were esti¬ 
mated to be in the radon danger 
zone. 

For residents who have tested 
their homes, and are in this danger 
zone, Hallisey suggests immediate 
action. He said there are a number 
of ways to eliminate the presence of 
radon, beginning with preventing 
the entry of the gas into the home. 
Ventilation systems can also elimi¬ 
nate the radon that already exists in 
the home. 

Winchester Board of Health mem¬ 
ber Dr. Warren Taylor said radon 
exposure is the second most com¬ 
mon cause of lung cancer in the 
country. He suggested residents who 
have found high levels of radon in 
their homes with preliminary tests 
should verify those test results and 
check with the MDPH for further 
information. While the local boards 
of health are notified of the number 
of homes with high levels of radon, 
they do not have specific informa¬ 


tion on which homes have tested 
high, nor do they enforce 
remediation. 

The most ideal lime for people to 
lest their homes is during the winter, 
when the home is most tightly sea¬ 
led. Hallisey said 

According to information com¬ 
piled by the MDPH, radon can enter 
a home through small spaces in the 
soil and rock on which the home is 
built. Because it is a gas, radon can 
also enter through cracks in the 
basement, through floor drains.

Water is also a carrier of radon in 
some instances, through private 
wells. 

The Winchester Board of Health is 
offering radon test kits, which 
include two cannisters of charcoal 
and a self-addressed mailing enve¬ 
lope. for $9,95. 

The kits are produced by Ecodex. 
Inc. of Lexington and are EPA- 
approved. All results from these 
tests are confidential, said Tabbi.

bution of tax revenue over the entire 
fiscal year,” Polcari said. 

In looking at the potential savings, 
Polcari said a 90-percent tax collec¬ 
tion rate was used. Polcari called 
this figure “conservative,” saying 
the normal collection rate in 
Winchester is 95- to %-percent, 

Polcari said potential costs to the 
town to implement the program in 
fiscal year 1992 IFY92) are esti¬ 
mated at $36,000, including postal, 
bills/envelopes, advertising, and a 
one-time programming cost. Polcari 


said that figure also includes the 
cost of one clerk for the treasurer/ 
collector’s office to aid in program 
implementation. 

'The estimated net savings to the 
town based on FY92 tax bills would 
be approximately $188,000, Polcari 
said. 

“If the tax levy does go up 
[through an override], the more 
money we will be saving over time,” 
he added. 

Town Meeting approval for the 
quarterly tax system would be 
required, Polcari said.

he agreed menu questions can be 
divisive, but said, "On the other 
hand, I don't know another way to 
show people what they’re voting 
for.” 

"We really are at the point if there 
are more cuts, wc can’t buy any 
more library books, or we may not 
have a recreation department,” 
Schmitt added. He later said Option 
1, the option ultimately supported by 
selectmen, would do the least 
damage. 

A number of residents present 
Monday night urged selectmen to 
target only what selectmen believe 
the town really needs in an override 
question(s). 

Roy Greenwald, chairman of the 
Alliance for Winchester’s Future, 
encouraged selectmen to only put a 
question on the ballot if it is needed.

Mike Morrison: point man

Mike Morrison was playing in 
the final Middlesex League All- 
Star game of his high school 
career, and his team, the North 
squad, was trailing by one point 
with only seven seconds to go. 

As he received the bail on the 
left baseline, Morrison knew 
there was time for only one more 
shot. Effortlessly, he spun around 
a South defender, pulled up and 
fired a picture perfect t7-foot 
jumper toward the basket. 

Swish! Two points, 

Morrison had helped his team 
to emerge victorious once again. 

But big plays are nothing new 
in the life of the Winchester High 
School senior. With three conse¬ 
cutive Middlesex League All-Star 
selections, including this year’s 
well deserved Most Valuable 
Player award, to go along with 
three straight Division 11 state 
tournament appearances, he is, 
unquestionably, what ESPN 
analyst Dick Vitale would call a 
"PTP” (prime time player). 

Even from the start, Morri¬ 
son’s star status could be pre¬ 
dicted. While in the fourth grade, 
he signed up to play in a city-run 
youth league basketball program 
and, with limited experience, 
soon became the league’s top 
player. 

Through hard work and dedica¬ 
tion, Morrison began to develop 
into a fine all-around player. The 
coaching of his father Bob had 
instilled in Morrison a sense of 
pride that would make him want 
to practice and work on his game 
for many hours at a time, a trait 
that is still with him to this day. 

“My father really helped me a 
lot,” said Morrison. "He would 
always take me down to local 
parks and drill me in the weaker 
points of my game. If not for him, 
1 probably wouldn’t have the 
desire to always want to better 
myself,” 

As Morrison continued to shar¬ 
pen his basketball skills, he could 
see that his biggest and best 
accomplishments were yet to 
come. His solid work on Winches¬ 
ter’s junior high traveliing team 
(coached by Bob Morrison) soon 
led to a starting spot on a Massa¬ 
chusetts AAU squad that 
travelled throughout the nation. 

“Playing on my first AAU team 
was a great experience,” 
recalled Morrison. “I had never 
done anything tike that before, so 
I was a little hesitant and didn’t 
know what to expect. 1 ended up 
starting, though, and 1 think the 
experience prepared me for high 
school ball.” 

Although the AAU team may 
have prepared Morrison for the 
rigors of high school basketball, 
it did not prepare him for an 
upcoming change in position. For 
years, his dominant height 
enabled him to play center. Then, 
after a brief stint on the junior 
varsity team, he was moved up 
the varsity level and asked to 
make the switch from a front-line 
player to play-making point 
guard. 

"The adjustment would have 
been difficult for some kids, but 
Mike handled it really well,” said 
Winchester’s fifth year coach 
Mike Boyages. "He’s just so ver¬ 
satile and hard working that he 
could probably play any position. 

With Morrison dishing out 
assists and having consisting 
double-digit scoring games, the 
varsity program began to slowly 
improve each year By the time 
he was a junior, the Sachems had 


a 13-7 record and were headed for 
a second straight state tourna¬ 
ment berth. 

A disiocated shoulder, suffered 
at the end of the regular season, 
threatened to keep Morrison out 
of the states, but, with gutsy 
determination and some physical 
therapy, he returned to score 30 
clutch points in a second round 
defeat to powerful Salem. 

Despite the loss, Morrison was 
selected as an honorable mention 
Boston Globe All-Scholastic play¬ 
er, and was praised by coaches 
and fans alike as one of the best 
guards in the state. Stilt, he 
wanted more and pushed himself 
even harder in anticipation of his 
upcoming senior season. 

“He definitely worked hard to 
make himself a better all-around 
player," commented Boyages, 
“He played on several local and 
national teams. wen4 to various 
basketball camps and even work¬ 
ed out in a Nautilus program 
three or four times a week. Based 
on his performance this season, I 
would say all of the sacrifices he 
made were worth it.” 

In addition to Morrison’s per¬ 
sonal sacrifices, his parents put 
in many long hours in an attempt 
to see their son improve his 
game. This is a point that does 
not go unnoticed by their appre¬ 
ciative offspring. 

"My parents have always been 
supportive of me. My mom 
[Jane] and dad have driven me 
as far as Jamaica Plain on an 
hour’s notice just so 1 could play 
in a park ieague game. They have 
always been there for me, and 
that’s' something I’ll never 
forget,” said Morrison. 

Although Morrison’s many sac¬ 
rifices included having to give up 
a starting job as quarterback of 
the eventual Division II slate 
champion football team, the 
senior captain says he has “no 
regrets,” Instead of wondering 
what might have been, he focused 
all of his energies on basketball 
and made himself and his team¬ 


mates work harder than ever 
before. The result was a success¬ 
ful 14-6 season in which Morrison 
won the Middlesex League MVP 
and scoring (20.9 points per 
game) titles and, along with two 
fellow players, juniors Rob 
Bourque and Adam Piandes, 
designation as league All-Stars. 

“Mike set a good example for 
the other players this season,” 
said Boyages. "He pushed the 
other kids to work harder so the 
team would get better. 

So what's next for the high 
school phenomenon who, as far 
as Winchester fans are con¬ 
cerned, has done it all? With a 
little luck, along with 20 more 
points scored in the upcoming 
state tournament, Morrison can 
break the all-time school scoring 
record set by Bob Bigelow (1,004 
high school career points) 
between 1968-71. 

As for furthering his education, 
the Sachem captain has set his 
sights on such fine colleges as 
Babson, Clark and the Division I 
University of New Hampshire, 
but is not ready to say as to which 
one he will attend just yet. 

If all goes well, perhaps he may 
even get his wish of playing in the 
state finals and taking the last 
shot of the game, 

"I’d love to have the ball in my 
hands with the game on the line," 
said Morrison. "Sure, I'd be a 
little nervous, but that’s a situa¬ 
tion any good player would want 
to be in. I’d definitely want the 
opportunity to take the final, 
game-winning shot.” 

With all Morrison has accom¬ 
plished as a Sachem basketball 
player, can there be any doubt 
that the final shot of his high 
school career would be anything 
but a swish? 

Morrison was interviewed 
prior to Tuesday night's tourna¬ 
ment game against Bishop Fen¬ 
wick. Despite a 97-73 loss for the 
Sachems, Morrison scored a 
game-high 33 points, and broke 
Winchester High School's scoring 
record. 





Two Sachems capture 
state wrestling titles

Chris Ebanks (145) and Will Thilly 
(140), both juniors at Winchester 
High School, claimed Division II 
State Wrestling Championships at 
Wayland High School last Saturday 
night. Jeff Foster (135), senior co¬ 
captain, finished second; junior 
Chuck Held (103) look fourth, senior 
co-captain Michael Britt (152) took 
fifth and junior Hugh Turcolte (130) 
finished seventh. 

All six Sachems scored and all 
reached or bettered their seeding 
matches. Together they amassed 
enough points to take second place 
behind Franklin High School. The 
top team scores were Franklin, 121; 
Winchester, 100.5; Wayland. 78.5; 
Monument Mountain, 75; Wellesley. 
69; Dracut, 68; and Carver, 67.5. 

The big story was the timely 
emergence of Ebanks as a champ¬ 
ionship level wrestler. Ebanks 
opened on Friday by pinning Gass of 
Walpole and winning 7-0 over Mag- 
ner of Monument Mt. In Saturday’s 
semifinals, he decisioned Dracul’s 
Perriri 3-0 in a slow-moving techni¬ 
cal bout. 

In the finals, Ebanks faced the No. 
1 seed Matt Freitag of Tewksbury 
who had beaten Ebanks twice this 
season in both the Lowell and Met¬ 
huen finals. In the first period shots 
and counters were even with no 
score. Ebanks opened with an 
escape and a fast single leg lift for a 
takedown early in the second. 

Freitag escaped and caught 
Ebanks with a straight-in, double¬ 
leg tackle that pul Ebanks down 
hard. Freitag took the lead 4-3 in the 
third with an escape. It was at this 
moment, however, that the ghost of 
Ebanks the second-place specialist 
was seen floating out of the 
fieldhouse. 

The Ebanks who shoots hard was 
back in charge. His single-leg shot

was locked in and he dragged Frei- 
tag to center mat. Ebanks lifted the 
leg shoulder high and swept the 
supporting leg into history for the 
takedown and lead. 

Ebanks reached across Freitag’s 
face with the left forearm, grabbed 
the right arm hard and fought the 
No. 1 seed to his back for a three- 
point nearfall. Freitag fought out 
and gained a reverse but a locked 
hands penalty and a reverse of his 
own at the buzzer made Ebanks the 
state champion by 11-6 with no ifs, 
ands or butts on the mat. 

Ebanks was 19-0 in dual meets 
with 13 pins and a 5.2 point scoring 
average out of a perfect 6. Finishing 
second in four straight tournaments 
(Milford, Lowell, Methuen and Mid¬ 
dlesex) and first in the Central Sec¬ 
tional, Ebanks goes into the New 
England Tournament in Coventry, 
R.I. this Friday with a 38-4 record. 

Will Thilly, In his opening match 
threw Merrill of Georgetown so high 
that not a single upper body move 
was attempted against him in the 
remaining matches. In the quarter 
finals. Rich of Foxboro was behind 
by several takedowns before 
defaulting with a head injury. In the 
semi-final against North Sectional 
Champion Sousa of Masconomet, 
Thilly held another takedown jam¬ 
boree as he piled up a 21-6 technical 
fall. 

The finals brought Western Sec¬ 
tional Champ Curt Collins of Drury 
who is a specialist at tying up and 
slowing things down when the com¬ 
petition is tough. After a scoreless 


first period, Thilly chose down in the 
second and was out immediately on 
a stand-up and in faster than that for 
a single leg move that put his shoul¬ 
der on Collin's shoelaces. Thilly then 
pushed off to give two intentional 
escapes and takedowns. 

Collins went back into a defensive 
cocoon and contented himself with 
damage control as he tied up on 
incoming shots and hung on to lose 
7-4 having failed to find an opening 
for a single credible takedown effort 
during the entire match. 

Thilly is 39-0 with five tournament 
championships. In 18 dual meets he 
scored 17 pins and one lech fall. The 
competition in New England may 
test his limits. 

Jeff Foster came within millime¬ 
ters of the championship at 135. He 
opened the tournament by pinning 
Berenski of Monument Mt. and then 
Puzzangara of Milton. In the semifi¬ 
nals against Brown of Rockland, 
Foster got the takedown with a good 
single leg move and guarded the 
lead with light riding and conserva¬ 
tive moves from the bottom to pre¬ 
vail 2-0. 

In the finals, Foster was a slight 
favorite over Rich Hogan of Foxboro 
and things looked fine when his 
single leg lift started the scoring. 
But Foster uncharacteristically 
dropped his hip to the mat and 
Hogan tied the match with a 
reverse. 

In the second, Foster took the lead 
with a reverse of his own using an

You may wonder why I would 
want to run again for School Com¬ 
mittee after having previously 
served for nine years. My name is 
Connie Papas and I have decided to 
run for School Committee because of 
the need for experience and leader¬ 
ship in guiding the school system at 
this time of fiscal crisis in 
Winchester.

to build productive alliances, pool 
our talents and take advantage of all 
our resources. 

Vigilant Budget Enforcement. I 
will require and review interim 
balance sheets to monitor costs. 
Through early detection and “pre¬ 
ventative maintenance" of the 
budget, we can correct any pattern 
of overspending, eliminate sur¬ 
prises, and avoid a mid- or late-year 
budget crisis. 

Qualifications. I am a 21-year resi¬ 
dent of Winchester, the parent of 
three Winchester students, and an 
active participant in town govern¬ 
ment.

I am regularly required to develop 
a consensus among many different 
groups with differing goals and 
objectives. I have 16 hours of gradu¬ 
ate buinesses school education from 
Boston College and have extensive 
experience in the preparation of 
budgets and multiple-year business 
plans. 

I have been a Winchester resident 
for eight years and I am a Town 
Meeting member. My wife, Karen, 
and I have two children, ages four 
and five, with our oldest enrolled in 
Winchester’s kindergarten. 

If elected, one of my goals will be 
to develop a multiple-year plan that 
provides a framework for coping 
with our projected increases in stu¬ 
dent enrollment within our financial 
constraint.

The primary financial constraint 
on the School Committee is the 
budget set by Town Meeting. One of 
my goals is always to operate within 
that budget. I am strongly opposed 
to School Committee budgeting that 
includes a planned return to Town 
Meeting for additional funding as we 
saw with this year’s teachers’ con¬ 
tract. Given the tight financial time 
that Winchester faces, the School 
Committee must learn to live within 
its budget. 

Living within this budget will help 
achieve another of my goals — that 
of improving relationships between 
the School Committee and parents. 
Town Meeting, the selectmen and 
other town officials. We need a 
School Committee that fosters coop¬ 
eration and not confrontation. A less 
confrontational environment will 
allow more time for the effective 
and efficient operation of the 
schools. 

Within the elementary schools, I 
am committed to addressing the 
inequalities that currently exist. 
There are problem at the Lynch 
School that have been recognized for 
10 years. The School Committee has 
acknowledged these problems and 
has discussed them, but has done 
nothing. We also have wide varia¬ 
tions in the number of student in our 
elementary school clases from a low 
of 15 to a high of 30. Such inequities 
affect the quality of the education we 
offer and must be addressed by the 
School Committee. 

Finally, I strongly feel that the 
School Committee needs to spend 
more time on education issues. It is 
my goal to use my background to 
provide leadership and vision in this 
area. A quality school system conti¬ 
nually improves and is led, not man¬ 
aged. Providing the same programs 
and classes each year mean falling 
behind those who are increasing 
their efficiency, updating their cur¬ 
ricula and improving their teaching 
methods. Despite our financial situ¬ 
ation, we must actively strive to 
improve our system to do what is 
right and best for the children and 
the town of Winchester.

Michael Britt (152) fought his final 
matches for Winchester well. With a 
4-0 win over Katsar of Frontier and 
another 7-0 win over much favored 
Murray of Wilmington, he greatly 
exce%ded his seeding position. Mur¬ 
ray had recorded 47 first-period pins 
in the past two seasons and was the 
No. 2 seed. 

Britt broke Murray's favorite 
upper-body-cross-hip throw by drop¬ 
ping his own hips at the precise 
moment of Murray's attack. With 
the force of the throw attempt, Mur¬ 
ray tore his own sternum and Britt, 
seeded No. 8, was in the semi-finals. 

In the semi-final match against 
state runner-up Mclnerney of Wal¬ 
pole, Britt fought to a one-point defi¬ 
cit in the third.

consolation quarterfinals. Turcot- 
te's personal sacrifice paid big 
dividends for his team. His skili 
level is definitely greater than his 
seventh-place finish suggests. 

With an 18-1 dual record and a 5.0 
scoring average, Turcotte was also 
responsible for a passle of points 
which gave the Sachems their major 


triumph at the Lowell Tournament. 
Turcotte sat down at 36-6 for the 
season, the Middlesex League 
Champion and a real champion for 
his team and fans. 

Foster, Thilly and Ebanks will 
spend this weekend in Coventry, 
R.L, competing for the New Eng¬ 
land championships. Last year's 
two-man contingent put Winchester 
in 10th place, so this year's three- 
man squad raises expectations of an 
even better showing.

planning, analysis, and operations 
at Boston University, and

Recently enacted legislation 
allows Massachusetts residents to 
appoint a proxy to make their medi¬ 
cal decisions if they become incom¬ 
petent, and arc unable to do so. 
Under the terms of the law, a person 
can designate someone as his 
“health care agent,” empowered lo 
make a full range of decisions about 
medical treatment in the event the 
attending physician declares the 
patient unable to make those 
decisions. 

The U.S. Supreme Court has large¬ 
ly left it to each state to decide when, 
and under what conditions, life- 
sustaining medical treatment could 
be terminated. Although physicians 
and family were able lo allow 
patients in irreversible comas to die 
in Massachusetts, the issue of who 
has the authority in case of disagree¬ 
ment has been unclear. The new law 
clearly vests that decision-making 
power in the patient's proxy.

sons who eUher did not enroll in 
Medex when they were first eligible 
for Medicare, or dropped the cover¬ 
age. Individuals are eligible for 
Medex if they meet all of the follow¬ 
ing requirements: 1) live in Massa¬ 
chusetts; 2) have both parts of Medi¬ 
care — Hospital Insurance (Part A) 
and Medical Insurance (Part B); 3) 
are not eligible for any group plan, 
and 4) if under age 65, the disability 
which qualifies them for Medicare 
coverage is other than chronic kid¬ 
ney disease. 

Medex coverage helps to fill the 
gaps in the Medicare program. The 
most complete Medex plan is Medex 
3, whose principal benefits are 
“picking up” (covering) the Medi¬ 
care hospital deductible ($628 in 
1991); the inpatient “doctor bill” 
deductible ($100 in 1991) and a drug 
benefit. 

The drug deductible, effective 
with drugs purchased after Jan. 1, 
1991, is the first $35 )n a calendar 
quarter, When that is met, Medex 
will reimburse the subscriber 80 per¬ 
cent of the drug expenses above the 
deductible for brand name drugs 
and 100 percent for generic drugs. 
Medex 2 provides the same benefits 
as Medex 3, with the exception of 
drug benefits, which it does not 
offer. 

Two other plans, Medex Standard 
and Medex Basic, provide drug ben¬ 
efits and other benefits comparable 
to Medex 3, but do not cover the 
hospital (Part A) and inpatient doc¬ 
tor bill (Part B) deductibles.

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Residents oppose 
mausoleums

“I cannot envision anything 
changing my vote,'* said Selectman 
Robert Deering. “I'll let the cat out 
of the bag. I vole to keep ((he rules! 
the way they are)” and not allow 
mausoleums. 

Selectman Judith Muggia said she 
felt the option of mausoleums was 
available at other cemeteries, and 
that by not allowing them at Wild¬ 
wood. residents would be able to 
seek out a burying place in another 
cemetery. 

Town Counsel Wade Welch said 
regulations would have to be 
changed at Wildwood to allow for 
mausoleums, and that the Depart¬ 
ment of Environmental Protection 
would likely have to be involved. At 
present, noted Welch, regulations do 
not allow for mausoleums. 

Resident Paul Amico. a Winches¬ 
ter attorney, referred to the cemet¬ 
ery's history. “In 1853. landscape 
plans were prepared for the cemet¬ 
ery ‘as a hilly and heavily-wooded 
area,’ ” Amico said. 

.Amico voiced concerns about the 
size of mausoleums, perpetual care 
of the structures, and use of space to 
build the structures. “Mausoleums 
are big. ornate blocks of granite or 
marble which would detract from 
the beauty and natural stale of Wild¬ 
wood Cemetery.” he added. 

But one proponent, whose family 
runs a mausoleum business, said 
mausoleunis addressed space con¬ 
cerns in cemeteries. 

“Very few cemeteries are not 
going for mausoleums because there 
is not much land. ” he said. If vandal¬ 
ism were a concern, it would be up to 
the family to pay for the up-keep of 
mausoleums, he said. 

“If you start with one and put 
down rules and regulations, you’re 


not going to have (unattractive buil¬ 
dings],’’ he said. “If a family is 
going to the expense of building a 
mausoleum, they’re going to take 
care of it.” 

Vitale said the area originally 
targeted for mausoleums is the 
quarry area. “It’s ledge, and it can I 
be used for graves,” Vitale said. 
Vitale asked selectmen to consider 
the facts in this particular situation, 
and not base their decision on 
emotions. 

Resident Daniel Ahearn said he 
had been unaware of how strongly 
people felt about the mausoleums 
until his group began gathering sig¬ 
natures, “The opposition to mauso¬ 
leums is very strong and very strik¬ 
ing." Ahearn said. 

Mausoleums, said resident Robert 
Maietta, would represent “an aes¬ 
thetic intrusion on what is now I seen 
as a) peaceful resting place.” 

Michael Saraco, former chairman 
of the Cemetery Advisory Commit¬ 
tee. who was an original proponent 
of mausoleums, said he now opposed 
them due to public opposition. “I 
made one big mistake while serving 
as advisory committee chairman. 
The big mistake I made was in not 
holding a public hearing [on mauso¬ 
leums 1,” Saraco said. 

Resident Marilyn Maietta said 
mausoleums “would create an 
imbalance and an intrusion with 
Wildwood’s own serenity and 
beauty.” 

One resident said he took excep¬ 
tion to comments that “nobody” 
wanted mausoleums, “1 myself am 
for mausoleums, I think some of the 
most beautiful cemeteries i. 4he 
world have mausoleums. We should 
each be entitled to bury our own in a 
manner befitting [the person],” he 
said. 


Schools say no 
to menu override

clerical position ($35,000); reduce 
high school instructional staff 
($35,000): reorganize administrative 
responsibilities for kingergarten 
through grade 12 programs 
($20,000); and. reduce special 
education^upporl staff ($25,000). 

Also: reduce high school instruc¬ 
tional staff < $35,000): reduce middle 
school instructional staff ($30,000); 
clo.se an elementary school 
($335,000); staff elementarv schools 
at FY91 level ‘$170,000); eliminate 
instructional specialist program 
($85,000); reduce secondary school 
instructional staff '$130,000); and. 
reduce elementary school instruc¬ 
tional staff ($85,000). 

Four of five committee members 
met Sunday night in an emergency 
session to discuss override options, 
and voted 3-1 to support a general 
override. Member Michael Ronayne 
was not present. Members Alice 
McCarter. FJdward O'Connell and 
Mark Lombardi voted in favor of a 
general override. Chairman Donna 
Brandt Landry opposed it, favoring 
instead a menu-style override. 

Although the committee did not 
lake another vote Tue.sday night, 
members agreed, with the exception 
of Landry, a general override was 
the best option for the education 


budget. With the number of options 
and possible combinations for over¬ 
ride questions that could result, 
meml>ers said they could not do 
justice to the process in one night. 

In addition, a majority of mem¬ 
bers and Mitsakos cited the potential 
for dividing the town by pitting one 
group against another. 

“To pit one phase of the school 
system against another ... at a time 
when we’re just beginning to heal 
and pull together ... would be a big 
mistake,” Mitsakos said. 

But Landry said a menu would 
give voters a more specific idea of 
what they were voting for. Landry 
suggested three menu items, includ¬ 
ing one for staff, another for equip¬ 
ment, bussing and non-instructional 
persi anel, and a third to retain five 
elementary schools. 

But the remaining members of the 
committee disagreed. 

"I don’t think the question lends 
itself to menu options,” said mem¬ 
ber Mark Lombardi. Lombardi said 
he appreciated the extra time given 
the School Committee to possibly 
reconsider the issue. 

Member Edward O’Connell said 
he did not think there was time to 
hash through the potential varying 
options and do them justice. “We’re 
doing tills at the lllh hour and 59th 
minute.’’ he said.

Heart monitors 


Coronary care nurses 
are among the busiest 
and most skilled

C aring for a wide variety of cardiac patients in 
hospital coronary care units is not for the faint 
of heart among nurses. 

Those experienced in the specialty say the 
fast pace and constantly changing demands in 
their units, coupled with the high potential for 
emergencies, keeps them almost constantly on the move 
and ready to respond to patient needs. 

And the key to saving heart attack victims is timely 
treatment, both in the hospital and before patients arrive. 

Nurses also point out that because there is more than 
one kind of heart attack and heart disease, a big pan of 
their jobs involves patient assessment and deciding what 
type of treatment is appropriate. 

“Everyone is pretty different in terms of their 
needs,” said Madonna Donahue, nurse manager of the 
coronary care and telemetry' unit at Framingham Union 
Hospital. “We have a wonderful monitoring system that 
allows us to pick up any kind of abnormal heartbeat, and 
the nurses can initiate any kind of life-saNing device. 

“So they have to be very' capable people and very- 
knowledgeable about the cardiac patient,” she said. 

Although a cardiologist is always on-call at 
Framingham Union, Donahue said, the coronary' care 
nurse is often the first to respond in an emergency and to 
identify problems. 

“Certainly the key is the nurse. If she can be 
preventive in her actions, it benefits the patient,” she 
said. 

Donahue said that while the easing of a nursing 
shortage in the Boston area a few years ago has made it 
easier to find critical care nurses for coronary units, such 
people are always in demand. 

“There might be a lot of nurses around, but it is a 
special person who goes into critical care ... I’m still 
always looking for a good one, ’ ’ she said. 

Donahue also said the pressures in the coronary care 
unit cause nurses to “burn out" faster than they do in 
regular medical units. 

“The skill level is much higher, and the nurses have 
much more autonomy. That dictates stress. “ said 
Donahue, who has worked in coronary care for 21 years'. 

But Donahue and other nurses who have stuck with it \ 
say they thrive tm working with a varied group of 
patients, who generally slay only for a few days before 
moving on to rehabilitation.

Kathleen Conner, a CCU nurse at 
the Lahey Clinic in Burlington, also said 
she likes the type of patients who come 
through the unit. 

"I enjoy the patients because 
they’re a very diverse group. 'There 
are many types of coronary diseases, 
and the patients are a rapidly mo\ ing 
group," said Conner. 50, of 
Chelmsford, 

Donahue said, for instance, that the 
location of a heart attack often dictates 
how it should be treated. 

When the inferior section of the 
heart is affected, there is a risk of 
cardiac arrhythmia, she said. But when 
the heart attack is in the anterior 
section of the heart, which is the 
pumping station, there is a greater risk 
of congestive heart failure. 

"The nurse really needs to know 
what things to look for and to be 
proactive." said Donahue. 

One boon to CCU nurses and 
cardiologists is the drug Tl’.\ or 
Tissue Plasminogen .Activator used 
to dissolve arterial clots that cause 
heart attacks over the past few years. 

Conner emphasized that 'I'P.A is only 
effective if given to patients within the 
first six hours oi‘ so of having a heart 
attack. 

.As a result, nurses and cardiologists 
stress the importance of educating the 
conununity about recognizing the 
warning signs of a heart attack and 
getting to a hospital fast when they

1 The Resume 2 . Personal Assessment 


What can I do? What do I want to do? What do I do best? 

These are questions that need to be answered You can t sell yourself until you know your 
product well! The period between jobs is a good lime to analyze strengths, weaknesses, likes 
and dislikes. 

Here is a simple project: 

List all the work duties you have had in the past. The list probably will be varied and long 
That’s fine. Add anything that comes to mind, no matter how smaii. 

Now. highlight all the things on the list you really enjoy doing. Next, check all the things you 
were successful doing. Ideally, there will be some overlapping. 

Now. list all the skills required to do the highlighted tasks,

What this shows you is that your favorite duties are the ones that require math skills. Your 
strongest areas were math and mechanics. 

This understanding will make it easier to explain your strengths to an interviewer. The jobs that 
are geared toward using these skills would be the most suitable and satisfying. 


3 . Research 


Knowing about the company with which you are interviewing will set you apart from most of 
the others being interviewed Spending time to find out about the services, products, market 
area, primary concerns, focus and financial history will make you a concerned and 
knowledgeable applicant 

Once an interview is scheduled, find out as much as you can. There are some tools in the 
library that make getting information easier than you may imagine. Check; 

■ Standard and Poor's Register of Corporations, Directors and Executives 

■ The Thomas Register of American Manufacturing and Thomas Register File 

■ Moody's (lists more than 20,000 corporations) 

■ The Million Dollar Directory and The Career Guide by Dun and Bradstreet offer information on 
companies in alphabetical order, by career field and geographical area. On microfiche is another 
listing of local business Check with your local librarian it you need help. There are many other 
books, magazines and even videos and a computer available for information gathering 

Another good source is the chamber of commerce. Chambers will have not only a list of all 
chamber members, with product and service information, but a list of manufacturers. 

With the information you've accumulated, you can ask questions relevant to that company. 
During your interview, mention what you’ve learned The interviewer will be impressed with 
your interest Do your homework. It will pay off

4. The Interview 


Don’t underestimate first impressions. Being properly dressed won't get you the |ob but 
being poorly dressed can certainly cause you to lose it 
It’s often hard to know exactly what is appropriate for a particular company. For a 
professional position, it’s sate to wear a suit. For other positions, if you are familiar with the 
company, dress as people do in that position. If you re not sure, play it sate. Dress slightly 
more formally than what the position calls for Example, When interviewing for a warehouse 
position that probably requires leans. wear slacks and a nice sport shirt 

Get there early. This will allow you time to fill out an application and relax a few minutes It 
also will give you a chance to visit with the receptionist One often can get a real feeling for the 
office environment and its mood. Are the people cheertuP Do they seem to enioy being there’7 
Do you get a feeling that they are an efficient group? 

When called In, stand up, smile and shake hands. VOU'RE ON! Most interviewers want you 
to be comfortable and will help you relax. They want you to be able to be at your best 

Now you can go into detail about the information in your resume You’ve analyzed your 
strengths: tie them in with your accomplishments that are examples of those strengths 
Personal information is OK because it gives a better picture of who you are. but keep it brief Be 
positive about past jobs. You don’t have to belittle others to sell yourself It there has been a 
problem with a past job that needs to be discussed, do It in a factual manner and without 
emotion. 

Interviewing actually should be an exchange of information. Just as the employer wants to 
know your experience and what you can bring to the company you will want to know about Ihe 
company and the position available. This exchange of inlormation is critical if there is to be a 
proper fit. Use your ludgment about how and when to ask questions. You don t want the 
interviewer to feel interrogated You may want to ask some of the questions listed below

You may include something you have 
forgotten to mention during the interview It you don't have anything to add. restate your 
reason for feeling you are a good candidate lor the position Emphasize again yout interest in 
the |ob. 

Getting the |ob you want requires planning, determination and follow through. With Ihe 
proper eftort, the reward will be a fulfilling part of your life, a great job.
